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WILL  OF  JAMES  H.  EOOSEVELT,  ESQ. 


I,  James  H.  Roosevelt,  of  the  City  and  State  of  !New  York, 
do  make,  publish  and  declare  this  my  last  will  and  testament, 
viz. ; 

I direct  my  execirtors  to  pay  my  funeral  expenses,  and  also 
my  debts,  if  any. 

I give  all  clothing  belonging  to  me,  my  personal  ornaments, 
jewelry,  silver  plate,  plated  ware,  printed  books,  pictures,  family 
stores,  house-keeping  articles  of  every  fabric  and  material,  and 
household  furniture  of  all  kinds,  and  without  inventory,  to  my 
friend  Julia  Maria  Boardman,  of  said  city,  daughter  of  Daniel 
Boardman,  deceased,  for  her  own  absolute  disposal,  if  she  shall 
survive  me,  but  if  not,  I then  give  the  same  absolutely  to  my 
nephew  James  C.  Roosevelt  Brown,  of  the  town  of  Rye,  county 
of  Westchester,  State  of  New  York. 

Nevertheless  I except  from  the  said  bequest,  my  two  circular 
convex  mirrors,  my  framed  engraving  of  “ Christ  going  to 
Jerusalem,”  my  gold  watch  and  seal,  with  chain  attached,  my 
diamond  breastpin,  my  miniature  with  ebony  frame,  my  two 
silver  pitchers,  and  two  silver  cake  baskets,  with  inscriptions  of 
presentation  thereon  to  my  late  father,  my  old  silver-plate,  con- 
sisting of  a tankard  with  the  family  coat  of  arms,  and  a teapot, 
milk-pot,  and  sugar  bowl  wdth  its  cover  and  tongs,  my  ancestral 
mahogany  double  chest  of  drawers,  and  mahogany  escrutoire 
with  drawers,  desk,  and  book-case,  my  two  large  family  Bibles, 
one  in  the  Dutch  and  the  other  in  the  English  language,  the 
genealogical  tree  of  my  family  descent,  the  four  framed  paint- 
ings of  scenes  in  the  Isle  of  Wight  and  in  the  Island  of  Jamaica, 
executed  by  my  late  sisters,  and  my  diploma,  with  the  several 
premium  certificates  of  scholarship  awarded  to  me  by  the  Trus- 
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tees  and  Faculty  of  Columbia  College,  all  of  Avlncli  I give  to  my 
said  nepliew  for  Ids  use  during  liis  life,  without  impeachment 
of  waste,  and  Avithout  inventory  or  security.  And  upon  his 
death  the  same  to  be  distributed,  as  he  may  by  Avill  direct, 
among  his  laAvful  issue  then  living,  if  any,  and  if  none,  then  I 
give  the  same  to  my  residuary  legatees,  for  the  use  of  the  con- 
templated Institution  Qver  Avhich  I have  hereinafter  appointed 
them  trustees. 

I give  to  my  relative  Jane  Maria  Keating,  of  New  York, 
daughter  of  Mrs.  Jane  Keating,  deceased,  out  of  my  personal 
estate,  a legacy  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  payable 
with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum 
from  the  day  of  my  death. 

I give  to  the  said  Julia  Maria  Boardman  an  annuity  of  four 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  during  her  life  in  equal 
quarter-yearly  instalments,  of  one  thousand  dollars  each ; the 
first  payment  to  commence  three  months  after  my  decease ; and 
I charge  the  payment  of  such  annuity  exclusively  on  all  my  real 
estate  in  the  city  of  Kcav  York. 

All  my  real  estate  in  said  city  (subject  to  the  payment  of  such 
annuity)  I devise  to  my  executors  in  trust,  to  receive  the  rents 
and  profits  thereof,  and  ajqJy  the  same  to  the  use  of  my  said 
nephew  for  his  life  only,  and  upon  his  death  to  partition  and 
convey  said  real  estate  in  fee  (subject  as  aforesaid)  equally 
stirj)es  et  non  ])er  cairda^  to  and  among  his  lawful  issue  then 
living,  if  any,  and  if  none,  then  to  sell  the  same,  and  pay  the 
proceeds  thereof  to  my  residuary  legatees,  in  trust,  towards  the 
Hospital  endowment  hereinafter  mentioned. 

But  in  case  any  issue  of  my  said  nephew,  living  at  his  death, 
shall  thereafter  die  lender  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  leaving 
no  child  of  him  or  her  surviving,  his  or  her  share  shall  in  that 
event  pass  to  the  other  or  others  of  said  issue  of  my  said  nephew, 
if  any,  and  if  none,  and  no  issue  of  any  then  living,  in  that 
event  I devise  such  share  (subject  as  aforesaid)  to  my  executors, 
to  sell  the  same,  and  pay  the  proceeds  thereof  to  my  residuary 
legatees,  in  trust,  toAvards  such  Hospital  endowment. 

I give  to  my  executors,  out  of  my  personal  estate,  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  trust,  to  receive  the  dividends, 
income,  issues  and  profits  thereof,  and  apply  the  same  from  time 
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to  time  to  the  use  of  my  said  nephew  during  his  life,  and  upon 
his  death  to  pay  such  trust  fund  equally  jyer  stirjjes  et  non  2)er 
capita  to  and  among  his  lawful  issue  then  living,  if  any,  and  if 
none,  then  to  pay  the  same  to  my  residuary  legatees,  in  trust, 
towards  such  Hospital  endowment. 

I empower  my  executors  to  lease  any  part  or  the  whole  of  my 
said  real  estate  for  a term  not  exceeding  twenty  years  (subject  as 
aforesaid),  and  to  execute  covenants  in  the  leases  binding  on  the 
land,  for  a further  term  of  twenty  years  (if  allowed  by  law),  at 
a fixed  percentage  of  ground  rent  on  the  appraised  value  of  the 
land,  (provided  the  rent  reserved  for  such  further  term  shall  not 
be  less  than  that  reserved  l)y  said  first  lease,)  or,  then,  to  pay  to 
the  respective  lessees  the  value  of  any  buildings  by  them  erected 
thereon,  and  standing  at  the  determination  of  said  first  term, 
according  to  appraisement  made  agreeably  to  the  covenants  in 
the  first  lease. 

Ill  case  my  said  nephew  shall  be  alive  at  the  determination  of 
said  first  leases,  I authorize  my  executors  to  apply  any  part  of 
the  capital  of  said  trust  fund  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  to 
the  payment  of  the  appraised  value  of  any  buildings,  so  erected 
and  standing  at  such  determination,  which  they  may  elect  to 
pay  for. 

All  the  rest  and  residue  of  my  personal  estate,  including  all 
lapsed  legacies,  together  with  all  my  estate  not  hereinbefore  ■well 
and  eftectually  disposed  of,  I give,  in  trust,  to  the  several  and 
successive  presidents  ex  officio,  for  the  time  being,  of  the  re- 
spective  managing  boards  of  those  five  certain  incoiq^orations  in 
the  city  of  Hew  York,  known  as  “ The  Society  of  the  Hew 
York  Hospital,”  “ The  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in 
the  City  of  Hew  York,”  “ The  Hew  York  Eye  Infirmary,” 
“ The  Demilt  Dispensary,”  and  “ The  Hew  York  Institution  for 
the  Blind,”  and  to  my  friends  the  Honorable  James  I.  Koose- 
velt,  Edwin  Clark,  Esq.,  John  M.  Knox,  Esq.,  and  Adrian  H. 
Muller,  Esq.,  all  of  said  city,  and  to  the  survivors  or  survivor  of 
them,  for  the  establishment  in  the  city  of  Hew  York  of  an 
Hospital  for  the  reception  and  relief  of  sick  and  diseased  per^ 
sons,  and  for  its  permanent  endowment. 

Such  Institution  to  be  managed  and  conducted  by  nine  trus- 
tees, as  hereinbefore  appointed,  provided  that  in  case  of  any 
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vacancy  from  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  of  any  of  the  four 
individual  trustees,  hereinbefore  designated  by  name,  and  not 
by  title  of  office,  then  in,  and  in  every  such  case,  the  vacancy  so 
occurring  shall  he  supplied  by  the  surviving  or  remaining  trus- 
tees from  male,  native  horn,  citizens  then  resident  in  the  city  of 
New  York. 

All  funds  of  the  incorporation  which  the  trustees  may  not 
see  fit  to  apply  (on  the  sale  of  my  said  real  estate  by  my  execu- 
tors) for  the  purchase  of  any  part  or  the  whole  of  such  real 
estate,  and  for  the  imj)rovement  of  that  so  purchased,  and  which 
may  not  he  required  for  an  hospital  site  in  fee,  and  for  the 
erection  of  suitable  buildings  thereon,  shall  from  time  to  time 
be  invested  either  on  bond  secured  by  mortgage  on  unincum- 
bered improved  real  estate  in  fee  in  the  city  of  New  York,  or  in 
public  stocks  of  the  city  or  of  the  State  of  New  York,  or  of  the 
United  States  of  America. 

I direct  my  trustees  promptly  to  apply  to  the  Legislature  of 
this  State  for  proper  acts  to  incorporate,  secure,  and  perpetuate 
said  hospital. 

And  should  such  Legislature  for  two  years  next  after  my 
decease  (provided  the  youngest  of  my  said  individual  trustees 
living  at  my  decease,  and  my  said  nephew,  or  either  of  them, 
shall  so  long  live,)  refuse  or  neglect  to  grant  a liberal  charter  for 
the  safe  organization,  conduct  and  perpetuity  of  such  hospital 
establishment,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  my  will, 
I,  in  that  event,  direct  my  trustees  from  time  to  time  to  pay 
over  the  above  bequests  that  may  come  into  their  possession 
under  my  will,  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  trusting  that  Congress  will  pass  such  law  or  laws  in 
I'espect  thereof  as  will  effect,  in  substance,  as  near  as  may  be, 
the  general  objects  I have  in  view.  But,  to  prevent  legal  diffi- 
culties, in  this  case  I declare  my  wishes  so  expressed  to  be  not 
an  imperative  trust,  but  a mere  recommendation  to  the  Govern- 
ment, having  full  confidence  that  Congress  will  do  whatever 
justice  and  right  may  require. 

I hereby  annul  all  former  wills  by  me  made,  and  appoint  the 
said  Julia  M.  Board  man  to  take  upon  herself  the  execution  of 
this  my  will ; but  if  she  shall  not  survive  me,  or  in  case  of  her 
survivorship,  and  subsequent  death  before  the  close  of  my  estate,

after  having  qualified ; or  if  she  shall  for  the  space  of  twenty 
days  next  after  my  death  refuse  or  neglect  to  apply  to  the  Sur- 
rogate for  letters  testamentary  to  her,  I then  substitute  in  her 
place  the  President  for  the  time  being  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
of  “ The  Society  of  the  Xew  York  Hospital,”  as  executor  of 
this  my  will. 

In  witness  whereof,  I have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal, 
this  thirteenth  day  of  March,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  fifty-four.

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CHAPTER  lY. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  “The  Roosevelt  Hospital,  in  the 
City  of  Neio  Yorl'.  Passed  February  'id,  1804,  three-fifths 
being  present. 

The  People  of  tlie  State  of  NeAv  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follovrs ; 

Section  1.  It  being  represented  to  tliis  Legislature,  that 
James  H.  Roosevelt,  late  of  the  city  of  Xew  York,  departed  this 
life,  in  the  month  of  November,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
three  (never  having  married),  possessed  of  a large  real  and  per- 
sonal estate,  the  bulk  of  which  by  his  will  he  devoted  to  the 
establishment  of  a Hospital  in  said  city,  naming  for  that  purpose 
certain  trustees  to  manage  and  conduct  the  same,  and  directing 
tliem  promptly  to  apply  to  the  Legislature  of  this  State  for  pro})er 
acts  to  incorporate,  secure,  and  perpetuate  said  Hospital,  and 
such  application  having  been  made  accordingly  : Re  it,  there- 
fore, enacted.  That  the  trustees  named  in  said  will,  to  wit, 
George  T.  Trimble,  President  of  the  Managing  Board  of  “ The 
Society  of  the  l^ew  York  Hospital,”  Edward  Delafield,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Managing  Board  of  “ The  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  in  the  City  of  New  York,”  Thomas  House  Taylor, 
President  of  the  Managing  Board  of  “ The  New  York  Eye 
Infirmaiy,”  Frederick  E.  Mather,  President  of  the  Managing 
Board  of  “ The  Demilt  Dispensary,”  Augustus  Schell,  President 
of  the  Managing  Board  of  “ The  New  York  Institution  for  the 
Blind,”  and  their  several  successors  in  their  respective  offices  as 
such  Presidents,  and  James  I.  Roosevelt,  Edwin  Clark,  John 
M,  Knox,  and  Adrian  H.  Muller,  all  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
and  then’  successors,  are  hereby  incorporated  and  declared  to  be 
a body  politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  of  “ The  Roosevelt 
Hospital.” 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  the  said  Corporation  shall  be  the  estab- 
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lishment  in  the  city  of  JS'ew  York  of  a Hospital  for  the  reception 
and  relief  of  sick  and  diseased  persons,  and  its  permanent  en- 
domnent  pursuant  to  the  directions  of  the  last  will  and  testa- 
raent  of  its  foirnder  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  The  direction  and  management  of  the  affairs  of  said 
Corporation,  and  the  control  and  disposition  of  its  property  and 
funds  shall  be  vested  in  said  trustees  and  their  successors.  In 
case  of  any  vacancy  from  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  of  an_y 
of  the  foiir  individual  tnrstees  herein  designated  by  name,  and 
not  by  title  of  office,  or  their  successors,  then  and  in  every  such 
case  the  vacancy  so  occurring  shall  be  supplied  by  the  surviving 
or  remaining  trustees  from  male,  native-born,  citizens,  then  resi- 
dent in  the  city  of  ISTew'  York.  The  property,  real  and  personal, 
of  said  Corporation  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  provisions  of  law  relati\'o  to  chari- 
table institutions. 

Sec.  4.  The  trustees  of  said  Corporation  shall  elect  one  of  their 
number  president,  who  shall  hold  his  office  during  their  plea- 
sure, and  they  may  also  elect  or  appoint,  and  at  any  time  remove 
a secretary  and  a treasurer,  and  such  other  officers,  as,  in  their 
judgment,  the  management  of  its  aftairs  may  recpilre. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  Corporation  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  em- 
powered— 

1.  To  demand  and  receive  from  the  Executrix  of  the  la&t  will 
and  testament  of  the  said  James  II.  Roosevelt,  as  proven  on  the 
sixteenth  day  of  December,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three, 
and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Surrogate  of  the  county  of  Hew 
York,  and  from  the  residuary  legatees  named  in  said  will,  all 
personal  property  and  real  estate,  and  the  proceeds  of  all  per- 
sonal property  and  real  estate  in  any  manner  devised  or  be- 
cpieathed  by  the  said  will  for  the  establishment  in  the  city  of 
Hew  York  of  a Hospital  as  aforesaid,  for  the  reception  and  relief 
of  sick  and  diseased  persons,  and  for  its  permanent  endow- 
ment. 
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2.  To  purchase  autl  hold  real  estate  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
and  erect  and  niaintain  thereon  suitable  buildings  for  the  use  of 
said  Hospital. 

o.  Upon  the  sale  of  the  real  estate  of  the  said  James  H. 
lloosevelt,  as  pi-ovided  in  said  will,  to  purchase  and  hold  the 
wliole  or  any  part  thereof  as  the  Corporation  may  determine. 

4.  To  invest  all  funds  of  this  Corporation  not  otherwise  spe- 
cifically appro]  ii'iated,  whether  derived  from  the  estate  of  said 
James  11.  Roosevelt,  or  otherwise,  either  on  bond,  secured  by 
mortgage  on  unincumbered  improved  real  estate  in  fee,  in  the 
city  of  New  York,  or  in  p)ublie  stocks  of  the  City  or  State  of  New 
York,  or  of  the  United  States  of  Amei’ica. 


Sec.  G.  The  said  Coiporation  may  take  and  hold  any  addi- 
tional donations,  grants,  devises,  and  berprests  which  may  be 
made  in  furtlier  support  of,  or  addition  to,  said  Hospital — so  far 
forth  as  the  same  is  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  the 
State,  and  not  otlierwise. 

Sec.  7,  The  said  Corporation  shall  possess  the  power,  and  be 
subject  to  tlie  provisions,  liabilities,  and  restrictions  contained  in 
the  third  title  of  the  eighteenth  chapter  of  the  first  part  of  the 
Revised  Statutes,  except  as  is  otherwise  provided  in  this  Act. 

Sec.  S.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Officers. 

1,  There  shall  be  a President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  and 
Secretary,  who  shall  respectively  discharge  the  nsnal  duties  of 
such  officers. 


Election  of  Officers. 

2.  The  Officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  stated  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  in  the  month  of  February  in  each  year;  and 
shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  shall  be  appointed,  unless 
sooner  removed  by  the  Board.  Any  vacancy  occurring  by  re- 
signation or  otherwise,  may  be  filled  at  any  stated  meeting. 


Secretary. 

3.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  seal  of  the 
corporation,  and  shall  affix  it  to  such  documents  only  as  the 
Board  of  Trustees  may  direct. 

Treasurer. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  care  of  all  money,  bonds^ 
title,  deeds,  and  other  papers  relating  to  the  property  of  the  Cor- 
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poration.  He  shall  also  have  charge  of  all  the  real  estate  of  the 
Corporation,  hut  with  no  authority  to  let  or  lease  any  portion  of 
the  same  without  direction  from  the  Board  at  a regular  meet - 
ing. 

lie  shall  keep  an  account  in  one  of  the  banks  or  trust  compa- 
nies of  this  city,  approved  by  the  Board,  in  the  name  of  this 
corporation,  and  deposite  therein  all  money  received  by  him. 

He  shall  not  pay  any  money  without  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  or  of  a Committee  duly  authorized  by  them  to  draw 
on  him. 


Finance  Committee. 

5.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members  of 
the  Board,  and  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  in  February  of 
each  year.  They  shall  advise  and  assist  the  Treasurer  in  the 
management  of  the  property  of  the  Institution,  in  conformity 
with  the  directions  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Meetings. 

G.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  monthly, 
on  the  third  Tuesday  of  each  month  ; but  special  meetings  may 
be  called  by  the  direction  of  the  Bresident,  or  of  any  two  of  the 
Trustees. 

Hotices  of  every  meeting  shall  be  issued  by  the  Secretary,  not 
less  than  twenty-four  hours  before  the  time  of  holding  such 
meeting. 


Cleek. 

7.  A clerk  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board,  to  assist  its  offi^ 
cers  and  keep  their  books  and  records. 

8.  It  shall  be  a fundamental  rule  of  this  Board  that  no  debt 
for  current  expenses  shall  be  contracted  in  any  one  year,  which 
shall  exceed  the  actual  income  of  that  year. 

9.  FTo  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  receive  compen- 
sation in  any  form  for  duties  performed  as  trustee  or  officer  of 
the  Board  i 
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AilENDMENTS. 

10,  No  amendment  or  addition  to  these  By-Laws  shall  be 
made,  except  at  a stated  meeting ; and  after  the  amendment  or 
addition  shall  have  been  presented  to  the  Board,  in  writing,  at 
a previous  stated  meeting. 

Oeder  of  Besinebs. 

Until  further  direction  of  the  Board,  the  order  of  business 
shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  Reading  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting. 

2.  Communications,  and  action  thereon, 

3.  Reports  of  Committees,  and  action  thereon. 

1.  Special  order,  if  any. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  Motions  and  Resolutions, 

7.  Adjournment.

PRINCIPLES 


OF 

HOSPITAL  CONSTEUCTIOK 


I.  — A Civil  Hospital,  designed  for  the  treatment  of  acute 
diseases,  both  Medical  and  Surgical,  sliould  be  located  so  as  to 
be  easily  accessible  by  that  class  of  people  who  will  seek  ad- 
mission to  its  wards,  and  by  the  attending  medical  officers. 

II.  — When  a country  site  can  be  selected  which  will  fully 
answer  the  foregoing  requisites,  it  should  be  preferred  to  a 
location  within  the  limits  of  a populous  town. 

III.  — But  if  these  conditions  can  not  be  fulfilled,  except  by 
locating  the  hospital  within  the  corporate  boundaries  of  a 
town,  a district  should  be  selected  as  far  removed  from  popu- 
lous suburbs  as  a due  regard  to  accessibility  and  availability 
will  permit. 

IV.  — Within  the  limits  finally  fixed  upon,  a site  should  be 
chosen  which  will  secure  the  following  advantages  : 

1.  A sufficient  amount  of  ground. 

2.  Freedom  from  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  pres- 

ent and  prospective  nuisances ; as  manufactur- 
ing establishments  having  foul  and  unhealthy 
emanations,  a crowded  tenant-house  population, 
depots  for  cattle  and  swine,  etc.,  etc. 

3.  Sufficient  elevation  to  render  the  surface  and  sub- 

soil drainage  perfect,  and  to  give  to  the  hospital 
grounds  proper  exposure  to  the  currents  of  air. 

4.  A subsoil  porous  and  self-draining,  and  as  free  as 

possible  from  organic  matter  ; hence  avoiding  old 
grave-yards,  cattle-yards,  etc.

V.  — In  the  preparation  of  the  grounds  the  grading  should 
have  special  reference  to  the  surface  and  subsoil  drainage,  in 
order  to  render  the  soil  and  foundation  work  of  the  hospital 
dry.  All  sewers  leading  from  tlie  grounds  should  be  provided 
with  ample  means  of  flushing,  and  the  interior  should  be  so 
arranged  as  to  be  inspected  without  difficulty  on  the  grounds. 
Drain-pipes  should  be  tapped  outside  of  the  building.  No 
drain  or  sewer  sliould  pass  under  any  building,  but  should 
lead  as  directly  from  the  grounds  as  possible. 

VI.  — In  the  arrangement  of  the  hospital  buildings,  there 
should  be  a complete  separation  of  the  sick  from  the  adminis- 
tration. For  tins  purpose  it  is  necessary  that  there  should 
be  properly  constructed  and  independent  buildings  devoted 
exclusively  to  the  sick,  and  otl'.ers  devoted  exclusively  to  the 
administration. 

VII.  — It  is  important  that  the  sick  should  be  distributed 
over  as  large  a surface  area  as  is  compatible  with  efficient 
management,  and  that  excessive  aggregation  under  one  roof 
should  be  avoided.  Hence  the  necessity  of  several  in- 
dependent buildings  for  the  sick,  and  of  a sufficiently  large 
area,  to  constitute  an  improved  hospital. 

YIII. — The  practical  application  of  these  principles  to 
hospital  construction  gave  origin  to  the  pavilion  plan,  now 
universally  adopted  throughout  Europe  as  the  only  method  of 
securing  the  proper  sanitary  conditions  of  these  institutions. 
Miss  Nightingale  thus  describes  a pavilion : “ By  a hospital 
pavilion  is  meant,  a detached  block  of  building,  capable  of  con- 
taining the  largest  number  of  beds  that  can  be  placed  safely 
in  it,  together  with  suitable  nurses’  rooms,  ward  sculleries, 
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lavatories,  baths,  -water-closets,  all  complete,  proportioned  to 
the  number  of  sick  ; and  quite  unconnected  witli  any  other 
pavilions  of  which  this  hospital  may  consist,  or  with  the  gen- 
eral administrative  offices,  except  by  light  airy  passages  or 
corridors.  A pavilion  is,  indeed,  a separate,  detached  liospital, 
which  has,  or  ought  to  have,  as  little  connection  in  its  ventila- 
tion with  any  other  part  of  the  hospital  as  if  it  were  really  a 
separate  establishment  miles  away.'' 

IX.  — The  pavilions  should  be  arranged  on  parallel  lines  Arrangement  of 

pavilions  o n 

running  nearly  north  and  south.  The  two  long  walls  of  the  the  grounds, 
buildings  will  thus  receive  the  full  sweep  of  the  prevailing 
winds,  and  also  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun,  during  the  larger 
portion  of  each  day.  They  should  be  separated  from  each 
other  a distance  so  great  that  the  intervening  court  will  be 
exposed  to  the  unobstructed  sunlight  and  air.  Miss  Nightin- 
gale gives  the  following  rule  : “ Tlie  distance  between  the 
blocks  should  not  be  less  than  twice  the  height  of  the  blocks." 

Recent  English  hospital  pavilions  are  separated  100  feet : 
but  it  is  evident  that  the  distance  should  depend  much  upon 
the  elevation  of  the  site  and  its  natural  exposure  to  sunlight 
and  the  currents  of  air.  In  exposed  positions,  -udiere  the 
winds  constantly  sweep  the  sides  of  the  building,  and  the 
direct  sunlight  falls  upon  both  sides  of  the  ward  the  greater 
part  of  the  day,  a separation  of  75  or  even  60  feet  may  be 
sufficient. 

X.  — It  is  advised  by  some  writers,  as  Miss  Nightingale,  that  Number  of 

stories. 

the  hospital  should  never  have  more  than  two  stories  of  wards. 

Bgt  in  the  pavilion  plan,  which  admits  of  such  Avide  distri- 
bution of  the  sick,  there  is  no  sufficient  evidence  against 
three  stories  of  wards.  Certainly,  in  a town  like  New  York, 
where  land  is  expensive,  it  is  desirable  to  concentrate  the 
bnildings  upon  as  limited  an  area  as  is  compatible  Avith  the 
healthiness  of  the  institution  ; and  there  is  no  satisfactory

proof  that  a pavilion  with  three  stories  of  wards  may  not  he 
as  healthy  as  one  of  but  two  stories,  provided  each  ward  has 
an  independent  and  effective  ventilation. 

XI,  — The  lengtli  of  each  pavilion  should  be  proportionate 
to  the  size  of  the  ward  and  of  the  accessory  rooms.  Tlie  fun- 
damental principles  to  be  observed  in  its  construction  dA'Q,  first, 
such  separate  and  independent  methods  of  ventilation,  by  nat- 
ural means,  of  the  wards,  halls,  stairways,  water-closets,  bath- 
rooms, and  other  apartments,  that  each  will  be  constantly 
flushed  with  pure  air,  and  the  emanations  of  one  can  not  by  any 
possibility  escape  into  another  ; second,  the  materials  of  the 
internal  portion  of  the  building  should  be  as  nearly  as  possible 
non-absorbent ; third,  such  distribution  of  the  sick  as  will  give 
to  each  patient  proper  surface  area  and  air  space  ; fourth, 
facility  of  nursing  and  administration. 

XII.  — The  width  of  the  ward  portion  should  never  be 
more  than  30  feet,  in  order  that  tlie  opposing  windows  may  be 
brought  sufficiently  near  to  each  other  for  complete  through- 
and-through  ventilation. 


XIII. — Small  wards  complicate  the  administration  by  adding 
to  the  number  of  attendants  and  the  ward  appliances,  and  can 
not  be  as  thoroughly  ventilated  and  disinfected  as  large  wards, 
owing  to  the  increase  of  walls,  wood  work,  dead  corners,  furni- 
ture, etc.  The  ward  should  be  designed,  therefore,  to  accom- 
modate as  many  beds  as  is  compatible  with  efficient  nursing 
and  administration,  and  a due  regard  to  the  cubic  air  space  and 
surface  area  to  each  patient. 

XIY. — The  amount  of  cubic  air  space  necessary  to  each 
patient  depends  upon  the  freedom  and  effectiveness  of  the  ven- 
tilation ; but  in  a hospital  located  within  a large  town,  the 
allowance  should  be  for  not  less  than  1,800  feet.  In  the  civil 
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hospitals  of  Paris,  it  is  fixed  at  1,700  ; in  those  of  London,  at 
2,000  ; ^yhile  in  some  of  the  most  recent  hospitals  it  is  raised 
to  2,500. 

XV. — It  is  a well-established  fact  that  the  impure  air  surface  area  to 

each  bed. 

emanating  from  the  person  or  excretions  of  the  sick  di- 
minishes as  the  square  of  the  distance,  and  hence  the  ne- 
cessity of  a sufficient  separation  of  tlie  beds  to  prevent  the 
injurious  reaction  of  the  sick  upon  one  another.  As  a rule,  each 
bed  should  have  a space  of  8 feet  on  the  average,  with  12  feet 
between  foot  and  foot.  Beds  should  be  at  least  3 feet  apart. 

One  hundred  square  feet  to  each  bed  is  now  recommended. 

XYI. — In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  principles,  the  Number  of  pa- 

1 c • T • II  n 1 1 tients  to  a 

number  of  patients  to  each  ward  is  now  generally  fixed  at  ward, 
from  twenty-five  to  thirty-two. 

XVII. — If  twenty-eight  patients  to  a ward  be  taken  as  Proportions  of 

wards. 

a medium,  and  1,800  cubic  feet  of  air  as  the  average,  which 
is  nearly  the  standard  adopted  in  Paris  and  London,  the 
following  proportions  of  the  ward  might  be  adopted  : 

Length,  110  feet ; breadth,  28  feet  ; height,  17  feet.  This 
would  give  about  1,800  cubic  feet  to  each  patient.  If  there 
are  three  stories  of  wards,  the  height  of  each  may  vary,  that 
of  tlie  first  being  greatest,  and  that  of  the  third  being  least, 
owing  to  the  difference  of  exposure  to  air  and  sunlight  of  the 
different  stories.  The  following  table  exhibits  the  proportion 
of  wards  in  the  most  recent  liospitals  of  France  and  England  :

The  height  of  ceiling  should  not  be  less  than  fourteen,  nor 
more  than  eighteen  feet.  An  excess  of  cubic  air  space  above 
the  sick,  is  not  available,  and  too  often  furnishes  a stratum  of 
foul  air,  which  is  not  sufficiently  moved  by  the  currents  of  air. 

XVIII. — The  windows  should  be  multiplied  to  as  great  an 
extent  as  is  compatible  with  the  safety  of  the  wall.  There 
should  be  at  least  one  window  to  every  two  beds.  A window 
to  every  bed  is  the  rule  in  many  recent  hospitals.  The 
windows  should  extend  from  within  three  or  four  feet  of  the 
floor  to  near  the  ceiling  ; the  upper  part  of  the  windows  should 
be  square  instead  of  oval,  and  they  should  be  arranged  op- 
posite to  each  other.  Stained  glass  may  be  used,  or  outside 
blinds.  Double  Avindows,  so  arranged  as  to  secure  ventilation, 
are  important,  as  they  serve  to  retain  heat. 

XIX.  — The  water-closets  should  be  placed  at  the  end  of  the 
ward,  opposite  the  entrance,  and  be  so  isolated  from  the  ward 
that  emanations  from  the  former  can  by  no  possibility  pene- 
trate to  the  latter.  There  should  be  between  them  a well- 
ventilated  lobby,  and  the  water-closet  should  have  its  own 
separate  ventilation  by  opposite  windows.  The  sink  for  the 
ward  slops,  expectoration  cups,  bed-pans,  etc.,  should  be  in  an 
apartment  adjoining  the  water-closet,  and  should  consist  of  a 
deep  basin  supplied  Avitli  a vertical  stream  of  water. 

XX.  — In  the  same  end  of  the  building,  but  in  the  opposite 
corner  or  angle,  should  be  arranged  the  Avard  baths  and 
lavatories,  with  an  equally  well-ventilated  lobby  as  the 
water-closet. 

XXL — At  the  end  of  the  ward,  corresponding  with  the 
entrance,  should  be  arranged  the  accessory  rooms.  The 
nurse’s  room  should  immediately  join  the  ward,  with  a Avindow 
opening  into  it,  so  placed  that  at  a glance  she  can  survey  the 
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entire  ward.  Adjoining  this  room  should  be  the  room  of  the 
assistant  nurse.  In  immediate  proximity  should  be  the 
clothes  room  of  the  ward.  On  the  opposite  side  of  the  hall 
should  be  the  ward  scullery,  with  conyeniences  for  wapming 
drinks,  cooking  light  articles,  washing  dishes,  preparing  fo- 
mentations, etc.  In  immediate  relation,  a small  ward  dining- 
room should  be  arranged  for  patients  not  able  to  go  to  the 
general  table  ; or,  of  sufficient  size  to  accommodate  the  entire 
ward,  when  there  is  no  general  table. 

XXII. — There  must  be  provided  in  this  part  of  the  build- 
ing,  lifts  for  conveying  articles  to  and  from  the  wards  and  the 
basement,  as  food,  coal,  etc.,  etc.  It  is  also  desirable  to  have, 
separately  constructed,  a foul  linen  shoot,  through  which  dirty 
and  soiled  articles  of  the  beds  can  be  sent  to  the  basement 
without  contact  with  any  Avard  articles.  Miss  Nightingale 
says  : These  should  be  built  in  the  wall.  The  best  materials 
for  them  is  glazed  earthenware  piping,  15  to  18  inches  in 
diameter.  They  should  have  an  open  mouth  also  of  earthen- 
ware, with  a door,  opening  not  near  a ward,  but  from  a stair- 
case or  well-ventilated  passage  ; and  they  should  end  below 
in  a small  closet,  out  of  which  the  linen  should  be  taken  as 
soon  as  the  change  is  completed,  and  removed  at  once  to  the 
Avash-house.” 

XXIII. — If  there  are  three  stories  of  wards,  there  should  be  convalescents’ 

room. 

a day-room  on  the  second  or  middle  floor,  -where  the  conva- 
lescent  patients  of  the  pa\’ilion  can  pass  their  leisure  hours  in 
reading,  conversation,  and  games.  In  many  recent  hospitals, 
a separate  building  is  assigned  to  this  special  purpose. 

XXIV. — On  the  first  Avard-floor,  at  the  main  entrance  to  Medical  officers'

division  should  be  arranged,  with  speaking  tubes,  or  other 
means  of  immediate  communication  with  the  wards  and  other 
departments  of  the  hospital, 

XXY. — For  the  accommodation  of  these  accessory  rooms  of 
the  wards,  a greater  or  less  extension  of  the  building  is  re- 
quired, according  to  tlie  number  and  size  of  the  rooms.  In 
general,  the  two  ends  of  the  pavilion  are  made  considerably 
wider  than  the  central  or  that  devoted  to  the  wards,  and  those 
rooms  arc  located  in  the  extensions.  Occasionally,  also,  the 
buildings  terminate  in  towers,  and  then  the  accessory  rooms 
arc  placed  in  tliem.  Whatever  plan  is  adopted,  the  principle 
should  not  be  lost  sight  of,  that  angles,  corners,  jutting  walls, 
etc.,  are  to  be  avoided  as  far  as  possible  ; and,  also,  that  as 
few  accessory  rooms  should  be  provided  as  will  serve  the  pur- 
poses of  good  and  efficient  administration.  Towers  are  always 
very  expensive,  and  are  more  ornamental  than  useful. 

XXYI. — The  basement  should  be  elevated,  at  least  half 
the  height  being  above  ground  ; it  should  be  constructed  on 
arches,  and  be  supplied  with  large  windows  for  the  purpose  of 
free  ventilation.  As  it  is  to  be  devoted  to  the  administration, 
care  should  be  taken  in  its  subdivision  to  I'ender  every  part 
accessilde  and  well  adapted  for  its  particular  service. 

XXYII. — The  wards  should  be  heated  by  open  fireplaces, 
placed  along  the  sides  of  the  wall ; the  adjacent  rooms  may  be 
heated  by  stoves.  If  any  artificial  method  of  heating  be 
adopted  it  should  be  subordinate  to  the  open  fireplace,  and 
not  the  principal  means. 

XXYIII. — Natural  ventilation,  as  by  windows,  doors,  and 
fireplaces  in  use,  should  be  adopted  and  enforced.  All  artifi- 
cial methods  of  ventilation  have  failed  when  practically  applied 
to  hospital  buildings,  and  if  employed  in  any  form,  should  be 
subsidiary  to  natural  ventilation. 
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XXIX.  — The  exterior  walls  may  be  built  of  brick.  The 
interior  walls  should  be  of  the  most  non-absorbent  material 
obtainable.  Parian  cement  is  much  used  abroad,  also  stucco. 
There  should  be  as  little  wood-work  as  possible  ; and  the 
wood,  both  of  the  floors,  windows,  and  doors,  should  be 
treated  with  beeswax  and  turpentine,  to  render  it  non-absorb- 
ent. Georgia  or  Florida  pine,  or  oak,  is  the  most  suitable 
wood. 

XXX.  — Tho  administration  building  is  designed  to  ac- 
commodate the  apartments  of  the  resident  officers,  the  offices  of 
administration,  etc.,  etc.  It  should  be  central,  and  arranged 
on  apian  best  adapted  to  secure  the  rapid  and  efficient  dis- 
charge of  all  the  details  of  administration.  Subordinate  offices, 
as  that  of  clerk,  steward,  apothecary,  etc.,  etc.,  should  be  in 
immediate  communication  with  the  chief  office. 

XXXI.  — The  kitchen  is  generally  located  in  the  basement 
of  the  central  building ; but  when  the  extent  of  the  ground 
permits,  it  should  be  in  a separate  building  or  wing. 

XXXII. — The  operating  theatre  is  usually  constructed  in  the 
upper  story  of  the  central  building  ; but  when  practicable,  it 
should  be  near  the  surgical  wards,  in  order  to  avoid  the  trans- 
portation of  the  wounded  or  injured,  as  well  as  those  who  have 
been  recently  operated  upon. 

XXXIII. — The  steam  apparatus  should  be  confined  to  a 
separate  building,  but  so  central  as  to  waste  but  little  heat  in 
the  passage  of  water  and  steam  through  the  tubes. 

XXXIV. — The  wash-house  should  be  separated  as  com- 
pletely as  possible  from  other  departments,  as  it  is  the  recep- 
tacle of  the  foul  linen.  When  practicable,  it  should  bo 
removed  from  the  hospital  grounds.

XXXV. — All  the  buildings  should  communicate  by  means 
of  corridors,  wliicli  should  be  but  one  story  high,  with  a base- 
ment. The  basement  should  communicate  directly  between 
the  kitchen  and  laundry,  and  the  basements  of  the  pavilions. 
By  means  of  lifts  the  wards  communicate  witli  this  passage- 
way, and  receive  from  and  send  to  the  appropriate  build- 
ing, food,  clothes,  coal,  etc.,  etc.  A railway  may  run  in  this 
part  of  tlie  corridor  so  quietly  as  to  be  unobserved.  The  first 
story  of  the  corridor  is  intended  to  be  the  passage-way  of  offi- 
cers to  the  pavilion  ; it  should  be  completely  open  in  the 
summer,  but  with  provision  for  closing  it,  if  required,  in 
winter. 

XXXVI. — It  is  extremely  desirable  tliat  all  the  buildings 
should  be  fire-proof  throughout.  The  stair-ways  sliould  be  of 
stone  or  iron,  and  wood-work  be  dispensed  with  wherever 
practicable  in  all  parts  of  the  building. 

XXXVII. — Small  wards  for  contagious  diseases  should  be 
provided  in  a part  of  the  pavilions  farthest  removed  from  the 
centre  of  the  grounds. 

XXXVIII. — Hot  and  cold  water  should  be  supplied  in 
abundance  to  every  part  of  the  hospital.

OPENING  ADDRESS  BY  THE  PRESIDENT. 


Few  things  have  occurred  in  my  long  professional  life  more 
gratifying  to  me  tlian  to  liave  been  authorized  to  announce,  as 
I do  this  day,  that  the  Roosevelt  Hospital  is  now  open,  and 
reatly  to  receive  patients. 

The  Roosevelt  Hospital — and  the  name  at  once  suggests 
that  it  was  founded  and  endowed  by  the  large  and  generous 
munificence  of  one  individual — of  James  H.  Roosevelt.  All 
honor  be  to  his  memory,  and  may  this  monument  of  his  great 
cliarity  endure  as  long  as  there  are  sick  and  poor  in  this  great 
city.  / 

And  what  occasion  could  present  more  points  of  interest 
than  that  which  has  now  called  us  together?  lYe  are  here  to 
witness  the  opening  of  a hospital,  built  and  endowed  for  the 
public  benefit.  The  patiiot,  the  man  ot  science,  the  philan- 
thropist, all  are  deeply  interested  in  it,  as  adding  one  more  to 
the  noble  architectural  monuments  which  adorn  our  city  ; as 
intended  for  an  institution  which  promises  to  illustrate  the 
benefits  which  modern  science,  and  especially  the  science  of 
medicine,  are  conferr  ng  upon  mankind ; as  testifying  to  the 
]irogress  of  philanthropy  in  the  age  and  community  in  w'hieli 
we  live ; as  the  fmit  of  individual  benevolence  and  an  example 
of  private  charity  ; and  finally,  as  an  evidence  of  the  character  of 
Christian  civilization  to  supply  what  is  wanting  in  one  class  of 
society  by  the  abundance  of  another,  and  thereby  to  promote 
the  welfare  and  happiness  of  the  poor. 

On  the  ISth  of  March,  1854,  James  H.  Roosevelt,  of  this 
city,  made  his  last  will  and  testament.  After  certain  special 
bequests,  the  document  reads  thus  ; 
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All  the  rest  and  residue  of  my  personal  estate,  including  all 
lapsed  legacies,  together  with  all  my  estate  not  hereinbefoi'e 
w^ell  and  effectually  disposed  of,  I give,  in  trust,  to  the  several 
and  successive  presidents  ex  officio,  for  the  time  being,  of  the 
respective  managing  boards  of  those  five  certain  incorporations 
in  the  City  of  New  York,  known  as  “ The  Society  of  the  New 
York  Hospital,”  “ The  College  of  Phj'sicians  and  Surgeons  in 
the  City  of  New  York,”  “ The  New  York  Eye  Infirmary,”  “ The 
Demilt  Dispensary,”  and  “ The  New  York  Institution  for  the 
Blind,”  and  to  my  friends  the  Honorable  James  I.  Roosevelt, 
Edwin  Clark,  Esq.,  John  M.  Knox,  Esq.,  and  Adrian  H.  Muller, 
Esq.,  all  of  said  city,  and  to  the  survivor  or  survivors  of  them, 
for  the  establishment  in  the  City  of  New  York  of  an  Hospital 
for  the  reception  and  relief  of  sick  and  diseased  persons,  and 
for  its  permanent  endowment.” 

In  the  month  of  November,  1863,  the  testator  died,  and  in 
due  course  the  large  property  thus  bequeathed  came  into  the 
hands  of  the  Trustees. 

We  cannot  but  be  impressed  by  the  wisdom  of  the  general 
form  in  which  the  object  of  this  Hospital  is  stated  by  its 
founder.  It  was  to  be  a hospital  for  the  reception  and  relief 
of  sick  and  diseased  persons.  There  is  no  hmit  to  the  charity, 
except  in  the  extent  of  its  funds.  All  sick  and  diseased  persons 
without  distinction  of  race,  or  country,  or  religion,  may  apply 
here  for  relief,  and  will  certainly  be  received  to  the  extent  of 
the  ability  of  the  Hospital. 

In  this  document  there  is  no  particularity  of  detail  in  the 
conduct  of  the  Institution.  ALL  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 
Trustees.  Experience  has  shown  that  vast  difficulty  is  likely 
to  arise  in  the  administration  of  trusts,  where  the  founder  has 
undertaken  to  provide  for  the  exigencies  of  a remote  and  un- 
certain tuture.  In  this  case,  the  Trustees,  representing  some 
of  the  principal  charitable  institutions  of  the  city,  are  left  free 
to  administer  this  genei  al  trust  in  such  manner  as  in  their 
view  is  best  calcidated  to  promote  the  contemplated  object. 

In  February,  1864,  an  act  of  incorporation  was  granted  to 
the  Hospital  by  the  Legislature  of  this  State.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  was  then  duly  organized,  and  preparations  made  which 
resulted  in  the  purchase  of  this  admirable  site  for  a hospital : 
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but  certain  legal  obstacles  were  interposed  which  delayed  for 
many  months  the  commencement  of  the  work. 

During  the  interval  the  subject  of  hospital  construction  was 
carefully  studied  by  the  Building  Committee,  and  that  they  might 
act  with  all  the  lights  of  science  and  experience  which  have 
been  developed  most  rapidly  within  the  last  twenty -five  years, 
Dr.  Stephen  Smith,  of  this  city,  was  employed  to  study  and  report 
to  the  Board  the  principles  of  hospital  construction  now  recog- 
nized as  most  appropriate  to  the  ends  to  be  attained  in  a public 
hospital.  Mr.  Carl  Pfeiffer,  our  accomplished  architect,  was  in 
constant  communication  for  many  months  with  Dr.  Smith  and 
a member  of  the  Committee,  and  visited  and  examined  many 
of  the  principal  hospitals  in  our  country.  Before  the  plana 
were  begun  the  whole  subject  was  thus  carefully  examined,  and 
not  tiU  then  did  the  Trustees  allow  arrangements  to  be  made 
for  building  the  Hospital. 

The  intention  of  the  Board  was  to  erect  upon  this  ground 
four  pavilions  for  the  patients  and  their  immediate  attendants  ; 
these  buildings  so  far  separate  and  independent  as  to  avoid  all 
danger  of  the  spread  of  disease  from  one  to  the  other,  and  con- 
nected only  by  a low  conidor. 

In  the  centre  and  front  of  these  pavilions  was  to  be  placed  the 
administrative  building,  containing  the  various  offices  required ; 
apartments  for  the  principal  officers  and  their  families ; the 
apothecary  and  laboratory  rooms ; a very  complete  operafairg 
theatre  ; a number  of  small  wards  for  patients  requiring  special 
accommodation ; and  in  the  upper  story  some  wards  for  the 
general  patients  of  the  Hospital. 

And  lastly,  a building  for  the  kitchen  and  laundry,  and  the 
steam  apparatus  for  warming  and  ventilating  all  the  brrildings, 
and  furnishing  power  for  most  of  the  work  of  the  Institution, 
was  to  be  erected. 

Two  of  these  buildings  are  now  finished,  and  two  others  in 
process  of  completion.  They  have  been  erected  slowly,  with 
the  double  purpose  of  careful  construiction  and  allowing  the 
funds  of  the  Hospital  to  accumrrlate,  and  as  far  as  possible  to 
confine  the  outlay  to  these  accumulations. 

The  erection  of  buildings  so  lai’ge  and  so  complete  has,  how- 
ever, already  required  the  use  of  a great  proportion  of  the  per- 
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sonal  property  left  by  the  Testator.  The  earnest  desire  of  the 
Trustees  is  to  retain,  after  the  buihlings  are  constrncted,  a suffi- 
cient fund  to  enable  them  to  receive  in  absolute  charity,  a 
large  number  of  their  patients.  But  in  our  community,  there 
always  exists  a very  considerable  class  of  persons  requiring 
hospital  care,  fully  as  numerous  as  the  absolutely  destitute  poor, 
and  3"et  luiable,  when  injiu-ed  by  the  accidents  so  frequent  in 
mechanical  occupations,  or  when  the  subjects  of  tlisease  from 
any  cause,  to  obtain  the  skilful  medical  or  sui’gical  adrice,  or 
the  carefid  nursmg  and  comforts  their  cases  require.  Such 
persons  as  these  are  aide  and  desire  to  pay  a moderate  board, 
sufficient  in  great  part  to  meet  the  expense  of  their  mainten- 
ance in  the  Hospital.  A farther  provision  was  necessary  and 
has  been  made  for  persons  in  good  circumstances  meeting  with 
sudden  accidents,  rec|uiring,  perhaps,  important  surgical  opera- 
tions ; or  for  strangers  in  our  city,  not  knowing  where  to  find 
the  nursing  and  care  their  maladies  require,  when  struck  down 
by  cbsease,  far  away  from  their  own  homes.  These  last  will  be 
no  expense  to  the  Hospital,  but  somewhat  aid  in  supporting  the 
sick  poor  who  wiU  fill  our  wards. 

The  Trustees  expect  to  erect — if  not  immediately,  then  after 
some  delay,  to  allow  their  fmids  to  accumulate — another  pavil- 
ion siiuilar  to  that  in  which  we  are  assembled. 

But  to  complete  the  entire  plan,  wliich  includes  a fourth 
building  like  tliat  now  erecting  on  the  Ninth  avenue,  more 
means  will  be  necessary  than  we  now  possess. 

In  the  construction  of  the  two  central  buildings,  it  is  ob- 
vious that  the  arrangements  for  warmmg  and  ventilating,  and 
for  kitchen  and  laundry  purposes,  are  intended  for  a large  num- 
ber of  patients,  a number  which  the  Hospital  Tvill  contain  when 
finished  ; and  they  will  be  ample  for  that  piu-pose  ; although, 
when  the  second  large  pavihon  is  erected,  they  will  all  be 
brought  uito  use. 

To  obtain  means  for  the  building  of  the  fourth  pavilion,  the 
Trustees  propose  to  offer  to  those  who  will  subscribe  for  the 
purpose,  the  privilege  of  owning  in  the  Hospital  one  or  more 
free  beds  in  peipetuity,  to  inure  to  their  heirs  as  long  as  the 
Hospital  endures ; and  to  those  who  will  pay  a smaller  sum, 
the  right  to  such  a free  bed  diu’ing  the  life  of  the  donor. 
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Patients  thus  received  will  he  at  not  the  least  expense,  and 
have  every  care  :;nd  comfort  the  Hospital  can  supply  and 
the  skill  of  its  medical  men  can  furnish. 

Before  I give  place  to  the  reverend  gentleman  who  is  to  ad- 
dress you,  let  me  say  a few  words  as  a representative  of  the 
profession  who  are  to  be  the  active  workers  in  carrying  out  the 
intentions  of  the  founder  of  this  Hospital. 

As  far  as  the  preservation  of  their  health,  and  the  treatment 
of  their  diseases  is  concerned,  the  public  at  large,  every  human 
being  in  our  land,  has  as  much  at  stake  as  any  the  most  desti- 
tute poor  we  shall  receive  within  our  walls. 

Without  hospitals  there  cannot  be  good  phj-sicians  ; and  if 
you  will  inquire  into  the  history  of  some  of  the  most  celebrated 
and  most  skilful  medical  men,  you  will  find  they  have  not  only 
constantly  frequented  the  wards  of  hospitals,  but  in  their  early 
days  have  lived  for  a time  within  their  walls,  and  in  the  midst 
of  sick  and  dying  patients. 

To  the  physician,  the  hospital  is  the  spring  whence  he  draws, 
every  day  of  his  life,  the  knowledge  which  guides  and  directs 
him  in  his  daily  work ; the  garner  which  furnishes  the  nutri- 
ment on  which  his  science  feeds  and  grows,  and  is  sustained  as 
hmg  as  he  lives.  He  may  not  as  he  advances  in  life  have 
leisure  himself  to  gather  up  all  the  stores  of  knowledge  the 
hospital  furnishes,  but  from  the  succession  of  younger  men 
who  fill  the  places  of  their  elders  he  derives  incessant!}^  re- 
newed and  improved  deductions  from  carefully  made  obser- 
vations, found  nowhere  else  so  well  as  in  such  institutions  ; 
and  more  especially,  it  is  almost  here  alone  that  he  can  study 
the  results  of  disease  in  the  human  body ; it  is  here  alone  he 
can  obtain  that  profound  knowledge  of  pathological  anatomy 
which  is  the  foundation  aud  only  firm  basis  of  medical  practice. 
It  is  here  alone  that  he  can  compare,  side  by  side,  the  similari- 
ties and  diversities  of  disease  ; that  he  can  become  familiar,  by 
constant  comparative  trials,  with  the  physical  diagnosis  which 
in  modei’n  times  has  enabled  him  to  understand  the  phases  of 
disease  which  in  earlier  da^'s  could  be  only  imperfectly  under- 
stood and  distinguished. 

And  farther  still,  nowhere  else  than  in  the  public  hospital 
can  the  surgeon  gain  so  well  the  skill  which  enables  him  to 
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siTccessfuUy  perform  surgical  operations,  or  even  to  make  tlie 
minor,  but  no  less  important,  appliances  of  surgery,  incessantly 
occun’ing,  and  requiring  the  dexterity  which  repetition  and 
habit  alone  can  teach. 

If  then,  you  would  have  good  physicians  and  surgeons  ; if, 
when  you  have  any  of  the  maladies  so  incident  to  human  life, 
you  would  be  thoroughly  and  skilfully  cared  for,  you  must 
have  hospitals. 

And  to  you  who  have  been  the  successful  builders  of  the 
great  estates,  so  numerous  all  over  our  extensive  country,  I 
would  say — follow  the  example  of  James  H.  Roosevelt,  and  of 
others  stiU  li\ing  among  us — build  and  endow  hospitals. 


De.  YEKMILYE’S  addeess. 


In  my  early  boyhood,  in  this  city,  I was  accustomed  to 
meet  a lad,  whose  bright  countenance,  modest  bearing  and 
manifest  occupations,  very  greatly  interested  and  attracted  me. 
He  was  my  senior  by  several  years,  and  resided  in  Warren 
Street,  near  Broadway,  as  my  father  resided  in  the  same  street, 
near  Greenwich,  wliich  was  then  far  up  town.  His  form  was 
straight,  spare  and  of  good  height ; his  eye  was  animated  ; the 
expression  of  his  face,  mild  and  intelligent ; one  of  those  faces 
that  is  apt  to  attract  notice  and  favor  ; but  a slight  degree  of 
pallor  spread  over  it,  and  seemed  to  indicate  that  he  did  not 
enjoy  robust  health.  This  might  be  supposed  to  arise  from 
studious  habits,  for  I generally  met  him  with  his  books  under 
his  arm,  going  to  or  from  Columbia  College,  as  I went  to  or  re- 
turned from  school.  And  I very  w^ell  recollect  the  glow  of 
young  ambition  his  appearance  excited  within  me,  that  the  day 
might  soon  come  when  I should  carry  my  books  to  college  and 
be  a collegian  too. 

Thus  James  H.  Eoosevelt  appeared  to  me  in  early  prime. 
On  my  settlement  as  one  of  the  pastors  of  the  Collegiate 
Church  in  the  city,  after  years  of  absence,  I found  him  a mem- 
ber of  the  Chai-ge,  and  then  formed  a pei-sonal  acquaintance, 
which  ripened  into  a somewhat  intimate  friendship,  and  con- 
tinued for  nearly  a quarter  of  a century,  until  his  death.  And 
it  is  interesting  to  me  to  remember  that,  without  any  reference 
to  these  circumstances,  I was  called  to  ofl&ciate  at  his  funeral ; 
and  now,  again,  after  the  lapse  of  these  many  years,  I am  in- 
vited to  take  this  prominent  part  in  giving  form  and  effect  to 
his  grand  life-work. 

Mr.  Roosevelt  was  born  in  New  York,  on  the  tenth  day  of 
November,  1800,  and  died  suddenly  on  the  thirtieth  day  of 
November,  1863,  in  this  city,  where  his  whole  life  had  been 
passed.  His  father  was  James  C.  Roosevelt,  licensed  at  the 
Bar,  though  he  never  engaged  in  legal  practice.  But  he  was 
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tliroiigli  life  liiglilj  respecteLl,  and  for  many  years  was  a lead- 
ing member  of  the  Consistory  of  the  Collegiate  Reformed  Dutch 
Church.  His  mother  was  Catharine  Byvanck,  of  a family  also 
prominent  and  greatly  esteemed  in  the  social  circles  of  that 
day.  The  father  died  in  1840,  and  the  mother  in  1854.  The 
first  Roosevelt,  Claus  (a  Dutch  contraction  for  Nicholas),  Claus 
Martinson  (Martin’s  son)  Yan  Roosevelt,  came  to  New  York 
about  the  yeai'  1G50,  from  a place,  we  should  conclude,  called 
Roosevelt. 

As  the  names  of  both  parents  distinctly  indicate,  Mr.  Roose- 
velt was  thus  of  the  old  Holland  stock,  pure  and  unmixed,  that 
first  settled  New  Amsterdam,  and  for  many  years  retained  the 
government,  observing  the  customs  and  perpetuating  the  spirit 
of  the  mother  country  : a people,  both  here  and  there,  strongly 
characterized  by  those  qualities  that  give  success  to  families 
and  vigor  to  States  ; intelligence,  religiousness,  industry  and 
thrift ; and  the  Roosevelt  sept,  which  was  here  at  so  early  a 
period  after  the  settlement  of  the  Colony,  in  those  retaining 
the  name  and  in  collateral  relations,  has  branched  out  widely 
among  us. 

On  his  graduation  from  Columbia  College,  in  1819,  James  H. 
Roosevelt  was  one  of  three  of  his  class  who  received  the  high- 
est honors  for  deportment  and  scholarship.  The  competitors 
were  so  ec|ual  in  merit  that  the  College  authorities  refused  to 
discriminate  between  them,  and  they  received  co-equal  distinc- 
tion. He  studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  Bar ; and  ac- 
quired gi’eat  skill  in  the  drawing  of  wills  (as  his  own  Avill  ap- 
pears to  me  to  prove,  in  a very  marked  degi’ee),  and  he  was 
much  consulted  in  such  matters  by  many  personal  friends. 
But  owing  to  circumstances  and  mainly,  as  would  seem,  to  the 
impaired  state  of  his  health,  he  never  devoted  himself  to  the 
full  practice  of  his  profession.  That  paleness  of  his  youth,  I 
mentioned,  probably  indicated  disease  lurking  in  his  system ; 
and  in  eaiij'  manhood  some  imprudent  exposure  brought  on  a 
rheumatic  affection,  from  which  he  never  fully  recovered.  It 
caused  him  much  distress  at  times,  probably  was  the  immedi- 
ate cause  of  his  sudden  death,  but  produced  in  early  years  a 
Permanent  lameness,  which  made  the  use  of  a crutch  necessary ; 
although  it  so  far  abated  after  several  years  that  he  was  able 
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fo  -walk  easily  with  the  use  of  a cane.  But  with  the  crutch  or 
the  cane,  it  was  amusing  to  notice  the  ease  and  quickness  of 
his  motions  and  the  rapidity  with  which  he  would  glide  along 
the  streets.  He  always  showed  great  agility  in  boyish  sports. 

His  person,  in  manhood,  was  much  the  same  as  in  youth, 
somewhat  tall  and  erect,  never  stout,  and,  with  the  exception  of 
his  lameness,  well  formed  and  graceful.  His  eye  was  open  and 
sparkling,  and  his  whole  expression  of  countenance  prepossess- 
ing, without  a trace  of  moroseness  or  meanness  ; his  voice  was 
clear,  his  speech  prompt,  and  his  disposition,  naturally  kind  and 
amiable,  lost  none  of  those  qualities  by  years  and  suffering  ; 
but  rather  his  liveliness  freely  vented  itself  in  puns  and  humor 
and  genuine  wit  and  a ready  laugh,  and  genial  good  nature.  He 
never  married,  but  kept  house  with  his  mother  until  her  death, 
and  afterward,  with  the  occasional  presence  of  some  female 
relative  or  trusty  servants.  And  there  was  something  very 
touching  and  beautiful  in  the  tenderness  with  which  he  cherish- 
ed that  mother  through  the  trials  of  old  age,  and  down  to  the 
very  grave.  The  domestic  and  social  affections  were  strong  in 
his  l)osom,  and  fidelity  was  a decided  characteristic  of  his  moral 
nature. 

Mr.  Koosevelt  never  became  a communicating  member  of  the 
Church.  In  conversations  with  him  I foxind,  that  while  he  had 
a connected  understanding  and  full  belief  of  the  doctrines  of 
the  church  in  which  he  had  been  reared,  and  loved  its  order,  and 
while  he  was  a most  punctual  and  constant  attendant  on  its 
services  from  Sabbath  to  Sabbath,  he  was  deterred  from  a pub- 
lic profession  of  religion  by  doubts  'and  scmples  which  too 
often  prevail  to  the  'same  unhappy  result.  He  deferred  from 
distrust  of  his  fitness,  perhaps.  Perhaps  he  did  not  sufficiently 
reflect  on  this  subject ; yet  there  were  times,  to  my  knowledge, 
when  it  was  present  to  his  mind  with  much  feeling,  though 
he  could  not  bring  himself,  at  any  given  time,  to  perform  the 
duty.  I thought  he  allowed  some  not  uncommon  misconcep- 
tions as  to  the  nature  of  such  an  act  and  of  the  preiiaration  neces- 
sary for  if  to  cloud  and  embarrass  his  clear  mind.  Yet  he  was 
not  only  carefully  observant  of  religious  services,  but  in  several 
spheres  of  benevolence  he  took  an  active  part.  He  was  much 
interested  in  the  Leake  and  Watts  Orphan  House,  of  which, 
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for  upwards  of  23  years, te  was  tlie  treasurer;  and  liow  strongly 
such  objects  laid  hold  on  his  sympathies  the  purpose  of  our 
meeting  to-day  in  this  place  may  attest. 

The  want  of  physical  strength  w^as  probably  the  chief  reason 
why  he  did  not  pursue  his  profession,  or  engage  in  any  regular 
line  of  business.  But  his  active  spirit  did  not  allow  him  to  lead 
a listless  or  aimless  hfe.  He  inherited  from  his  father  a con- 
siderable, but  not  very  large  property ; this  was  his  capital, 
the  management  of  which  gave  him  occupation.  And  the 
large  estate  he  left  did  not  grow  from  bold  speculation  or  the 
arts  of^the  usurer,  nor  from  any  of  those  questionable  courses 
by  which  great  Avealth  is  often  rapidly  acquired,  but  from  the 
regular  accumulation  of  income,  and  from  investments  in  real 
estate,  which  proved  advantageous  in  the  same  way  that  many 
large  fortunes  have  been  reahzed  in  this  City,  by  those  who  had 
the  means  and  skill  to  purchase.  Moreover,  he  was  frugal  in 
expenditure  as  he  was  careful  in  acquisition.  His  style  of 
living  was  perfectly  respectable  but  simple,  without  ostentation 
or  extravagance  in  any  form.  Such  was  his  taste ; and  stiU 
more,  it  was,  I think,  from  his  sense  of  what  was  right.  He 
gave  at  times,  in  various  directions,  quietly ; but  the  frequent 
calls  of  promiscuous  charity  found  no  great  favor  in  his  eyes. 
And  no  doubt  some  constituting  themselves  his  censors,  and 
knowing  neither  his  feelings  nor  what  he  really  did  in  this  re- 
spect, when  their  applications  were  not  met  as  they  wished, 
would  be  free  to  condemn  him  as  penurious,  mean,  narrow  and 
avaricious.  Yet  this  frugal,  unostentatious  man  was  living  with 
A PUEPOSE ; and  that  was,  not  to  secure  the  reputation  of  vast 
riches,  nor  to  revel  in  selfish  indulgence,  nor  sway  the  power 
they  might  create  for  him,  nor  to  found  a family  or  buy  a title  ; 
but  to  found  an  institution,  which  should  be  a home,  and  the 
source  of  untold  blessings  to  his  suffering  fellow  creatures  for 
generations  after  he  should  have  been  laid  away  in  his  grave. 
Was  it  not  a noble,  holy  purpose?  Worthy  of  self-denial  and 
toil?  Does  it  not  exact  our  reverence  and  praise  ? I am  able 
to  relate  an  incident  which  proves  that  this  purpose  was  long 
in  his  mind,  and  verj’-  conscientiously  considered.  Walking  from, 
his  house  Avith  Dr.  Knox,  his  revered  friend  and  mine,  years 
before  Dr.  Knox’s  death,  he  said  to  me,  “ Our  friend  Mr.  Boose- 
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velt  is  perplexed  and  is  anxioxisly  considering  wliat  postiiu- 
nious  disposition  lie  shall  make  of  his  estate  ; wnether  he  shall 
bestow  it  where  it  is  not  needed  or  where  it  will  probably  do 
little  good,  and  may  do  harm ; or  give  it  in  some  direction  that 
will  be  likely  to  make  it  a permanent  benefit  to  the  community. 

It  proves  that  he  felt  the  responsibility  which  wealth  imposed 
upon  him,  and,  while  he  did  not  care  to  use  it  in  personal  giati- 
fication  of  any  kind,  that  he  meant  to  make  it  in  some  way  a 
source  of  lasting  good.  And  his  will,  so  thoughtful  and  well 
compacted  into  legal  form,  he  drew  so  as  to  accomplish  this 
generous  and  deliberate  pui-pose.  By  his  will  he  provides,  first, 
what  he  believed  would  be  a suitable  expression  of  his  duty 
and  affection  to  individuals  ; and  then  devises  the  residue  of 
his  estate,  in  the  hands  of  most  judiciously  selected  trustees, 
for  the  founding  and  endoAvment  of  a hospital. 

It  is  not  very  important,  perhaps,  to  inquire  v hat  motive  or 
motives  led  to  this  particular  designation  of  his  property. 
Possibly  the  affliction  to  which  he  had  himself  been  a victim 
through  life  may  have  turned  his  sympathies  towards  the  con- 
dition of  many  fellow  sufferers,  whose  sorrows  he  hoped  by  this 
means  in  some  measure  to  alleviate.  Or  he  might  justl}^  liaA'e 
felt  this  to  be  of  various  agencies  of  benevolence,  a primaiy 
mode  of  using  wealth,  so  as  to  secure  from  it  as  large  p.p 
amount  of  real  good  as  is  hkely  to  be  attained  by  any  one  form 
of  charitable  distribution.  In  reflecting  upon  this  subject,  I 
have  often  considered  that  if  a graduated  scale  of  beneficent 
giving  were  formed,  the  first  place  should  probably  be  assigned 
to  physical  want,  food  and  shelter  for  the  poor.  It  is  the  voice 
of  humanity.  Our  Saviour  teaches  that  this  is  a claim  not  only 
always  at  our  door,  but  always  impressive.  “ The  poor  ye  have 
always  with  you.”  No  form  of  society  is  without  them,  for  the 
good  of  society  itself  ; and  for  the  like  cause,  as  well  as  for  the 
relief  of  the  sufferers,  there  is  no  class  nor  person  exempt  from 
the  duty.  Next,  or  even  in  union  with  this,  is  sympathy  and 
succor  to  the  sick  and  the  suffering ; and  here  comes  in,  as  one 
of  the  fixed  divisions  of  employment  in  civilized  communities, 
the  noble  profession  of  Medicine,  and  then,  the  Hospital. 
Education  for  the  mind  and  rehgious  agencies  for  the  soul, 
would  foUow ; not  inferior  indeed,  but  indispensable  to  our 
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liigliest  wauts,  jet  waiting  necessarily  for  their  success  in  good 
measure  upon  our  physical  M-ell  being.  Practically,  no  such 
graduation  can  be  made;  for  claims  justly  appealing  to  our 
hearts  and  hands  for  aid  do  not  thus  stay  upon  the  order  of 
their  coming,  and  must  be  met  when  and  as  they  arise.  But 
an  individual  making  a conscientious  apportionment  of  what  he 
can  from  time  to  time  bestow,  as  every  good  man  should  do, 
may  act,  to  some  degree,  on  such  a principle  ; and  especially 
when  one  is  considering  the  solemn  matters  of  a testamentary 
be-stowment  of  such  portion  of  an  estate  as  justice  and  kind- 
ness to  family  and  relations  will  allow  him  to  designate  to  ob- 
jects of  general  beneficence,  some  such  discrimination  may  and 
should  be  exercised  ; or  of  many  objects  alike  intrinsically  im- 
portant, that  may  be  selected  which,  for  any  special  reasons, 
appeals  most  directly  to  the  donor’s  personal  sympathies. 

The  first  idea  of  a hospital  is  of  a place  of  refuge  and  relief 
for  the  sick  and  suffering.  That  is  the  paramount  object  for 
which  it  exists.  Its  location,  internal  economy  and  services  there- 
fore, should  be  arranged  so  as  most  conveniently  and  effectually 
to  attain  this  end.  The  place  should  be  healthy,  both  on  account 
of  the  patients  and  that  the  Institution  meant  for  healing  may 
not  diffuse  disease  and  pestilence  around.  Its  apartments,  and 
especially  its  dormitories,  should  be  airy  and  cheerful ; its  beds, 
as  comfortable  as  skill  can  make  them  to  soothe  the  aching 
limbs  of  the  poor  occupant  to  whom  wearisome  days  and  nights 
are  thus  appointed  ; and  the  food  should  be  simple  and  nutri- 
tious. It  should  be  ecjuipped  with  a corps  of  nurses,  intelli- 
gent, patient  and  tender,  and  the  best  medical  and  surgical  skill 
which  the  most  thorough  science  can  command.  And  let  me, 
in  passing,  pay  my  humble  tribute  to  the  high  benevolence,  the 
self-denial  and  assiduity  with  which  the  Profession  lay  them- 
selves out  to  foster  and  serve  such  institutions.  Lai  gely  are 
they  public  benefactors,  although  their  rich  stores  of  learning 
and  their  skill  may  mainly  be  displa3'ed  onl}"  in  the  sick  chamber 
or  the  lecture-room.  The  Scriptural  epithet  is  chosen  with  ex- 
quisite felicity  to  express  the  feelings  of  confidence  and  attach- 
ment the  virtuous  man  inspires,  “ The  beloved  Physician.”  To 
a refined  mind  this  is  a gratifying  recompense  for  much  anxiety 
and  toil. 
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We  should  suppose  that  some  such  provision  for  our  many 
maladies  would  be  found  in  all  ages,  from  the  earliest  periods 
and  under  all  forms  of  regulated  society.  Yet  we  read  that 
among  the  Babylonians,  in  the  grandeur  of  their  Empire,  there 
were  no  educated  physicians,  and  of  course  no  institutions  for 
the  reception  of  the  sick,  but  that  they  were  exposed  in  the  Fo- 
rum, that  those  passing  by  might  inquhe  into  their  diseases 
and  suggest  whatever  each  thought  would  be  beneficial : a mode 
of  practice  not  entirelj^  obsolete,  since  now,  besides  the  de- 
plomaed  practitioner,  hundreds  may  be  met,  each  ready  with 
advice,  each  with  a nostrum,  a specific,  an  infallible  cure  for  all 
“ the  ills  that  flesh  is  heir  to.”  The  practice  of  exposure  seems 
to  have  remained  even  to  New  Testament  times;  since  they 
laid  the  sick  on  beds  in  the  streets,  that  the  shadow  of  Peter 
falling  on  them  might  exert  a healing  power.  Ancient  Rome 
with  the  experience  of  all  former  ages  and  its  high  culture,  had 
no  institutions,  it  is  said,  for  the  treatment  of  the  sick.  “ Dis- 
“ eased  persons  were  carried  to  the  temple  of  Aesculapius  for  a 
“ cure,  as  Christian  believers  were  taken  to  the  chiirehes  which 
“ contained  wondex’- working  images.’’  Perhaps  the  exact  date 
when  they  arose  cannot  be  fixed  ; but  it  is  afiirmed  that  benev- 
olent institutions  for  the  indigent,  like  our  alms-hoxxses,  or 
for  the  sick,  like  our  hospitals,  were  first  introduced  by  Chris- 
tianity ; “ and  the  first  infirmaries  or  hospitals  were  built  close 
to  the  cathedrals  or  monasteries.  The  Knights  of  St.  John 
opened  a hospital  for  sick  pilgrims  at  Jerusalem  in  lOdS,  and 
were  styled  Knights  Hospitallers.  There  were  hospitals  for  the 
sick  at  Constantinople,  in  the  eleventh  centuiy.  The  oldest 
mention  of  physicians  and  surgeons  established  in  infirmaries 
occurs  in  1437.”  They  sprang  then  from  the  bosom  of  Chris- 
tianity and  they  very  impressively  illustrate  its  heaven-descend- 
ed spirit.  For  obvious  reasons,  large  cities  are  their  appropriate 
home.  Among  their  dense  populations,  the  greater  number  of 
pi’oper  subjects  and  the  means  of  support,  and  the  appliances 
for  working  them,  are  most  readily  found.  The  undomesticatcd 
man  or  woman  who  find  the  boarding-house  comfortable  while 
in  health,  pursuing  their  daily  business,  may  hail  such  a retreat 
in  sickness.  A family  might  be  crushed  by  the  necessary  ex- 
pense and  attendance  on  a sick  member  at  home;  but  a re- 
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spectable  hospital  might  free  their  energies  for  necessary  labor, 
and  likewise  afford  better  accommodations  for  the  sick.  The 
stranger  also  will  here  receive  kind  care,  and  very  many  cases 
arise  which  require  attendance  and  treatment  that  cannot  well 
be  given  anywhere  else. 

It  is  painful  to  observe  how  little  the  regulations  that  should 
govern  such  institutions  have  been  understood  or  regarded  in 
times  ]3ast.  They  have  been  held  apparently  as  pest-houses, 
and  their  bad  location  or  bad  management  has,  no  douVjt,  made 
them  so,  quite  as  much  as  the  character  of  diseases  treated  in 
them.  The  Centenary  Address  of  James  W.  Beekman,  Esq., 
before  the  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  in  July  last  has 
some  very  judicious  remarks  on  this  point,  and  the  appendix 
contains  an  interesting  historical  paper  in  relation  to  hospital 
management,  published  in  this  city  in  1775,  just  before  the 
Be  volutionary  War,  and  just  after  the  establishment  of  that  in- 
stitution. The  writer  declares  that  at  that  time  there  was  not 
in  the  “ Capital  of  the  Kingdom,  London,’'  “ a single  hospital 
“ condircted  upon  proper  medical  prmciples.”  * * * “ In  the 
“ two  great  hospitals  of  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Bartholomew,  in 
“ London,  about  six  hundred  patients  die  annually,”  or  about 
oue  hi  thh’teen.  “ In  Paris  it  is  supposed  that  one-thh’d  of  all 
“ who  die  there,  die  in  hospitals.  The  Hotel  Dieu  receives 
“ about  22,000  persons  annually,  one  fifth  of  which  number  die 
“ every  year.”  This  of  course  imphes  a dreadful  condition  of 
society,  and  a very  improper  use  of  hospitals.  But  to  the  over- 
crowding, the  vitiated  air  and  necessary  negligence  or  unskil- 
fulness of  treatment,  the  results  are  mainly  ascribed.  If  the 
case  were  so,  however,  at  that  time,  what  before  ? And  if  so,  in 
enlightened  Loudon  and  Paris,  what  must  it  have  been  in  the 
Lazarettos  on  the  Continent.  It  is  consoling  to  know  that, 
with  the  great  advancement  of  scientific  and  medical  knowledge, 
more  correct  hj’gienic  principles  prevail,  and  vast  improve- 
ments have  been  made  in  the  economy  of  such  establishments. 
To  be  conveyed  to  a well  regulated  hospital  is  by  no  means 
now  to  be  conveyed  to  the  grave,  but  to  the  best  medical  skill  and 
assiduous  care,  and  the  best  prospect  of  recovery.  And  that 
prejudice,  and  even  horror,  which  once  accompanied  the  mention 
of  the  hospital,  may  give  place  to  gratitude  for  so  kind  a har- 
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bor  in  sickness  and  liberality  in  tlieir  support.  Nor  will  the 
rivalry,  which  the  naultiplication  of  such  retreats  may  create 
diminish  the  efforts  of  science  or  endeavors  after  improvement, 
until  they  reach  the  most  perfect  conditions  possible. 

The  Hospital  is,  again,  to  be  viewed  as  a School  of  Science. 
I own  the  common  neat  phrase,  “ the  Heahng  Art,”  does  not 
strike  me  favorably  as  a proper  designation  of  the  Medical 
Profession.  True,  an  art  it  is  in  some  respects  ; more  so  perhaps 
than  the  other  liberal  professions,  in  that  its  utility  must  be 
largely  the  result  of  experience  and  observation  respecting  the 
functions  of  the  human  system,  and  the  nature  and  power  of 
remedies.  But  it  is  gi-eatly  derogatory  and  aside  from  the 
truth  to  suppose  that  a thoroughbred  physician  is,  after  all, 
nothing  better  than  an  empu’ic,  a quack,  a pretender,  who  is 
working  in  the  dark,  by  guesses,  and  tiying  experiments  with 
each  case  he  undertakes. 

The  profession  has  ail  the  dignity  of  a science  : more  strictly 
Baconian  in  its  method  tlian  some  of  the  others ; it  biiilds  up 
a system  of  princqdes  of  procedure  from  knowledge  carefully 
collected  by  extensive  experiments  and  observations.  If  the 
sciences  and  lil)eral  callings  are  a sisterhood,  and  no  one  of 
them  can  be  studied  to  the  best  advantage  without  diverging, 
in  some  degree  at  least,  into  the  other  provinces  of  learning, 
Medicme  is  pre-eminent  in  this  respect ; or  rather  we  may  say 
it  brings  witliin  its  legitimate  domain  the  largest  lUTinber  of  in- 
tellectual pursuits,  and  levies  tribute  upon  them  all — Psychol- 
ogy, siuce  mind  is  subject  to  disease  as  well  as  the  body,  and 
exerts  often  a strange  control  over  the  patient  and  applied 
remedies  ; the  Anatomy  and  Phj^siology  of  the  Human  Sys- 
tem ; the  Influence  of  Climates  ; Chemical  Properties  ; the 
Nature  and  Effect  of  Medicines  ; and,  in  fact,  almost  the  en- 
tire field  of  the  natural  sciences,  is  the  sphere,  and  should  be 
the  studj^  of  the  accomplished  physician.  And  the  hospital  is 
just  the  place  where  the  most  varied  subjects  are  brought  under 
his  inspection,  and  the  largest  material  afforded  for  observa- 
tion and  the  establishment  of  principles,  and  the  application 
of  remedies. 

The  advantages  for  practical  ends  to  the  student,  and  equally 
to  the  practitioner,  are  so  many  and  obvious  as  hardly  to  need 
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remark.  Theoretical  knowledge  of  Medicine,  Anatomy  and 
Surgery  may  be  best  acquired,  probably,  at  the  College.  Yet 
many  important  surgical  cases  appear  in  the  hospital,  which 
cannot  be  conveyed  to  the  anatomical  theatre,  but  must  be 
treated  on  the  spot.  And  a long  life-time  of  active  practice 
would  scarcely  furnish  the  private  practitioner  with  such  op- 
IDortunities  for  the  diagnosis  of  diseases,  their  causes,  progress, 
and  best  treatment,  as  an  inspection  of  the  cases  gathered 
within  the  wards  of  a hospital,  the  consultations  of  the  faculty 
there  held,  and  the  effects  of  curatives  exhibited,  not  in  one  or 
two,  but  in  many  cases,  and  under  various  conditions  of  the 
subjects.  Within  the  smallest  compass  and  in  the  shortest 
time,  large  stores  of  practical  knowledge  wiU  in  this  way  be  ac- 
cumulated. And  the  knowledge  thus  obtained  has  this  special 
advantage  : that  it  arises  in  connection  with  cases  such  as  most 
frequently  occur  in  the  daily  practice  of  the  private  physician. 
The  treatment  found  best  in  the  hosjDital  is  the  same,  there- 
fore, that  will  promise  the  best  results  in  the  family. 

JMay  I be  allowed,  in  this  connection,  to  refer  to  a subject 
interesting  in  every  view,  and  in  regard  to  which  physicians 
everywhere,  in  hospitals,  in  alms-houses  and  in  private  prac- 
tice, have  great  influence,  and  also  great  responsibilities  ? I 
mean  the  use  of  ardent  spirits,  a stimulating  plan  of  medical 
treatment.  No  doubt  it  is  necessary  and  wise  at  times,  and 
the  wise  and  temperate  physician  is  the  proper  judge  of  such 
necessity.  And  no  doubt  there  is  much  less  use  of  such  agents 
now  than  formerly.  But  I think  I have  observed  something 
like  fashion  in  such  matters  ; that  use  and  disuse  are  apt  to 
alternate ; and  hence  the  propriety  of  thoughtful  and  unifoftn 
care  in  medical  prescriptions,  as  much  as  in  social  intercourse. 
And  a kind  and  well-meant  word  on  so  grave  a topic  from  one 
who  so  profoundly  respects  the  medical  class  will  certainly 
not  be  taken  amiss,  nor  be  regarded  as  ignorant  dictation  by 
the  thoughtful  men  of  the  profession.  When  we  see  the  in- 
sidious nature  of  intoxicating  substances — how  gradually  and 
easily  a habit  is  formed,  what  a slavery  it  becomes,  and  what 
ruin  it  entails ; when  we  notice  the  daily  mid-day  drinks  by 
which  many  business  men  and  young  men  are  forming  the  in- 
exorable habit ; and  when  we  are  informed  that  in  Great 
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Britain,  and  it  may  be  among  ourselves,  tlie  use,  under  the 
guise  of  medical  necessity,  is  gaining  ground  and  making  sad 
ravages  even  among  ladies  in  the  higher  circles,  it  is  surely 
appropriate  to  call  the  subject  to  mind,  and  utter  a word  of 
caution.  With  peculiar  effect,  arising  from  their  position,  may 
our  doctors  counteract  the  idea  that  strong  stimulants  are  at  aU 
necessary  to  persons  in  ordinary  health  ; and  even  poor  victims 
of  indulgences  in  our  alms-houses  may  possibly  be  reclaimed, 
and  all  be  safer  and  better  by  their  resolute  anti-stimulating 
advice. 

But  the  hospital  is  likewise  a school  of  most  impressive  moral, 
and  even  religious,  inculcations.  Its  very  presence  is  a memen- 
to of  mortal  frailty,  as  a church  spire  suggests  immortal  hope. 
We  enter  its  doors,  and  the  very  stillness  within  its  corridors, 
the  long  line  of  couches,  and  the  elaborate  arrangements,  all 
intended  for  sickiress  and  suffering,  take  us  at  once  away  from 
associations  of  thought  or  feeling  with  the  outward  bustling 
world,  and  make  us  realize  our  relations  to  sorrow  and  death, 
as  well  as  to  life  and  joy,  and  impress  and  awe  our  spirits. 
Here  we  receive  lessons  of  God’s  infinite  sovereignty  in  the  dis- 
tribution of  disease  and  pain ; the  weakness  and  utter  helpless- 
ness of  man,  and  his  absolute  dependence  on  an  unseen  power  for 
support  at  every  moment  of  his  pilgrimage ; the  inestimable  value 
of  health,  and  the  duty  of  humble  gratitude  for  its  possession — 
impressive  lessons  of  submission  and  patience.  Or  at  times  the 
reverse,  perhaps,  shocks  us  with  exhibitions  of  hardness  of 
hearts,  of  heaven-daring  impiety  and  defiance  under  the  Di- 
vine hand.  The  flush  of  health  amidst  the  marts  of  the  busy 
world,  where  every  thought  is  fired  by  ambition  or  intent  on 
gain  ; the  halls  of  festivity,  where  pleasure  holds  its  court 
and  beauty  smiles,  and  a succession  of  gay  delights  entrance 
the  soul  ; or  even  the  great  .mansion  which  wealth  has  fur- 
nished forth  with  every  appliance  for  refined  and  elegant  en- 
joyment, where  luxury  appears  in  all  the  accompaniments ; 
where  no  want  is  denied,  and  no  taste  is  iingratified — these  are 
not  the  scenes  in  which  frail  man  most  correctly  realizes  his 
present  condition,  or  prepares  most  earnestly  for  his  future  final 
audit.  The  false  glare  is  apt  to  bewilder  our  senses.  But,  in 
the  sick  chamber,  in  a hospital,  all  is  reversed,  and  the  most 
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untliinking  prodigal  comes  to  himself.  Reality  succeeds  to  the 
gorgeous  vision ; the  sinews  of  iron  relax ; the  athletic  frame 
bows;  the  strong  man  trembles  : his  vigor  departs,  and  he  be- 
comes weak  and  helpless  as  a child  ; pain  darts  through  the  sys- 
tem, or  paralysis  benumbs  the  limbs;  paleness  spreads  over 
the  countenance  ; the  beauty  that  fascinated  all  eyes  is  “ con- 
sumed away  like  a moth,”  and  voices  all  around  seem  to  echo 
the  lessons  of  holy  tiaitli,  “ Every  man  walketh  m a vain  show,” 
“ Surely  every  man  at  his  best  state  is  altogether  vanity.” 
And  again,  at  times  our  hearts  are  cheered  and  profited  by  the 
sublime  energy  of  religious  consolations.  We  sit  down  at 
the  bedside  of  some  poor  sufferer  to  minister  comfort,  and 
find  ourselves  interested  by  the  sweet  words  and  the  sweeter 
spirit  of  one  of  Christ’s  little  flock  ; and  we  learn,  even  in  a hos- 
pital, and  because  of  the  discipline  there  experienced,  how  sus- 
taining, how  glorious  is  the  power  of  Christian  truth  and  faith, 
and  the  hope  that  makes  not  ashamed.  Anthems  alternate  with 
groans  ; songs  with  sighing.  The  eyes,  dim  with  pain,  kindle 
into  rapture  as  faith  descries  the  better  land — the  rest  that 
remaineth ; where  a kind  Saviour  waits  to  receive  the  tried 
and  purified  saint  ; wdiere  is  no  more  sorrow,  and  w'here  tears 
are  vdped  forevei'  from  all  faces.  These  are  the  teachings 
most  beneficial  to  man  on  his  sojourn  below.  They  alone  are 
essential.  And  I know  no  school  more  appropriate  in  which 
they  may  be  conned  and  learned  than  in  a hospital. 

The  Roosevelt  Hospital  now  begins  its  benevolent  work,  and 
we  both  pray  and  prophesy  for  it  a ciireer  of  great  u.'iefuhiess. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  century  the  New  York  Hospital  was 
the  single  refuge  of  the  kind  in  the  city,  and  was  adequate  to 
the  wmnts  of  the  community.  But  then  New  York  lay  almost 
entirely  below  the  Park,  and  the  hospital  was  quite  out  of 
town.  Now  the  city  is  rapidly  covering  the  Island,  our  popu- 
lation has  grown  from  tens  to  thousands,  and  of  course  greatly 
extended  accommodations  are  requned.  I have  not  thought  to 
obtain  an  enumeration  of  the  new  hospitals  which  have  recently 
arisen  from  private  munificence  or  public  aid ; but  they  are 
many  and  of  various  kinds,  and  the  fact  indicates  that  this 
form  of  benevolence  has  been  recognized  as  of  eminent  import- 
ance, and  wiU  be  fostered  by  the  affluent  and  the  good  among 
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ixs.  Is  it  paradoxical  to  say  of  hospitals  that  they  are  au  orna- 
ment and  a glory  of  our  city  ? and  this  must  hold  a distinguished 
place,  both  from  its  location  and  completeness,  and  as  the  gift 
of  one  man — one  of  New  York’s  own  sous — from  property  all 
acquired  within  the  citjy  and  constituting  one  of  the  most  nur- 
uificent  endowments  ever,  or  any  whert;,  created  by  a single  per- 
son. Several  in  London  {U’e  “ of  ancient  date  and  richly  en- 
dowed.” Guy’s  Hospital,  Southwark,  one  of  the  noblest  in 
London,  was  the  gift  of  a book-seller  of  that  name,  who  built 
it  at  a cost  of  nearlj’-  £19,0t)0,  and  endowed  it,  in  1724,  by  a 
bequest  of  £219,500.  This,  turned  into  our  currejicy,  would 
nearly  equal  the  gross  sum  of  the  Roosevelt  bequest,  which,  as 
I understand,  is  expected  to  reach  a million  and  a (piarter  of 
dollars. 

The  Trustees  of  the  fund  have  been  untiring  in  their  part  of 
the  work,  sciripulously  aiming  to  fulfill  the  trirst  devolved  on 
them  in  such  a manner  that  the  Institution  shall  be,  in  all  respects, 
worthy  of  the  city  and  of  the  present  state  of  knowledge  on  the 
subject.  It  is  likewise  but  just  to  mention  that,  in  the  spirit 
which  prompted  the  original  gift,  their  services  have  hitherto 
been,  as  by  a by-law  they  have  resolved  they  shall  hereafter 
be,  gratuitous.  In  their  plans,  they  provide  for  and  expect  to 
receive  transient  pay-patients,  which  is  a thing  well  considered 
in  a city  like  this,  filled  with  strangers,  who  often  need  medical 
attendance  and  nursing  such  as  they  cannot  obtain  at  a hotel  or 
in  a boarding  house.  It  is  proper  also  to  say,  that  to  complete 
the  buildings  and  endowments  according  to  the  plans  adopted 
will  require  funds  beyond  those  proAuded  in  the  AAill,  and  they 
therefore  solicit  contributions  for  this  pmpose,  and  for  the  en- 
dowment of  free  beds.  A donation  of  $5,000  entitles  the  donor 
to  nominate  to  a free  bed  in  perpetuity,  and  $3,000  to  nominate 
during  the  donor’s  lifetime. 

It  has  been  common,  at  all  times,  by  various  erections,  or  by 
inscriptions,  to  endeavor  to  immortalize  great  events  and  to  give 
perpetuity  to  the  deeds  and  names  of  notable  men  ; to  write  their 
record  so  that  it  shall  live  after  them.  Often  has  this  been  the 
dictate  of  mere  vanity,  that  like  the  builders  of  Babel,  they 
mieht  “ make  them  a name.” 
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“ Groat  Princes  have  great  j)laythings  ; some  have  played 

“ At  hewing  mountains  into  men,  and  some  at  building  human  wonders 
“ mountain  high. 

“ Some  have  amused  the  dull  sad  j’ears  of  life 
“ AVith  schemes  of  monumental  fame,  and  sought 
“ By  pyramids  and  mausoleum  pomp, 

“ ^hort  lived  themselves,  to  immortalize  their  bones.” 

But  often  witli  higher  thoughts  they  hav'e  intended  to  coirimem- 
ortite  great  deeds  or  the  examples  of  tlie  wise  and  irood  for  the 
instruction  of  after  times.  Such  records  abound.  Thermopylse 
had  its  memorial,  rehearsing  its  patriotism  to  ail  Greece  The 
Shaft  at  Bunker  Hill,  seen  far  off  at  sea,  shall  tell  to  children’s 
children  the  victories  of  our  lathers,  and  the  struggles  of  this 
nation’s  birth.  Scott’s  monument  in  Edinburgh  elaborately 
stories  to  Scottish  hearts  the  genius  of  one  of  Scotland’s  greatest 
sons.  Who  also  can  walk  through  Pere  la  Chaise,  or  St.  Paul’s 
Gathedral,  or  Westminster  Abbey,  and  pause  to  behold  the 
“ storied  urn  and  animated  bust”  and  read  the  epitaphs  of  the 
great  of  many  generations,  without  profound  emotion  and  lasting 
])rofit  ? The  honor  thus  paid  to  departed  men  is  not  alone  to  be 
considered,  hut  the  force  of  exam])le  upon  ihe  succeeding  gene- 
rations of  the  living.  The  i ising  coliuun,  the  6cnl|)tured  marble, 
appeals  from  the  eye  to  the  inmost  spirit  of  the  beholder,  and  if 
the  subjects  were  truly  worthy  of  such  honors,  these  “ sermons 
in  stones”  refine  and  exalt  the  sentiments  of  a people  and  make 
tliem  wiser  and  better.  But  if  to  the  memorial  structure,  utility 
is  added  ; if  some  use  of  benefit  to  tlie  living  be  combined  with 
the  testimonial  to  the  departed,  then  it  becomes  even  more  im- 
])ressive  as  it  is  more  fitting.-  This  idea  has  frequently,  of  late, 
been  brought  into  ])ractice  and  seems  to  he  in  harmor.}'  with  the 
spirit  of  onr  times.  Such  is  this  noble  endowment. 

Mr.  Roosevelt  left  no  funds  to  garnish  his  sepulchre  or. rear  a 
magnificent  mausoleum  to  hi.s  name.  Tiiat  thought,  I sincerely 
believe,  Avas  neither  in  his  mind,  nor  to  his  taste.  But  in  the 
language  of  him  of  old,  we  may  say  for  him.  Si  monumentum 
quaeris,  circumspice.  I am  glad  of  the  opportunity  now  afforded 
to  pay  what  Phave  felt  to  be  a merited  tribute  to  his  memory — 
a tribute  somewhat  late  perhay)S,  hut  now  most  appropriate  to 
the  time  and  place — and  to  consecrate  this  hospital  to  its  ap- 
pointed uses  for  future  times,  and  as  his  most  appropriate 
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monument.  Here  science  shall  learn  and  teach  its  lessons  ; 
“ pure  religion  and  undefiled”  shall  bless  chastened  spirits,  and 
many  will  speak  his  name  with  gratitude  for  the  comforts  his 
munificence  has  provided.  Here  then,  on  some  suitable  place, 
let  a tablet  be  inscribed,  “ To  the  memory  of  James  Henry 
“ Roosevelt,  a true  Son  of  New  York,  the  generous  founder  of 
“ this  Hospital ; a man  upright  in  his  aim?,  simple  in  his  life, 
“ sublime  in  his  benefaction.” 
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WILL  OF  JAMES  H.  ROOSEVELT,  Esq. 


I,  James  H.  Roosevelt,  of  the  City  and  State  of  New  York, 
do  make,  publish  and  declare  this  my  last  will  and  testament, 
viz.  : 

I direct  my  executors  to  pay  my  funeral  expenses,  and  also 
my  debts,  if  any. 

I give  all  clothing  belonging  to  me,  my  personal  ornaments, 
jewelry,  silver  plate,  plated  ware,  printed  books,  pictures,  family 
stores,  house-keeping  articles  of  every  fabric  and  material,  and 
household  furniture  of  all  kinds,  and  without  inventory,  to  my 
friend  Julia  Maria  Boardman,  of  said  city,  daughter  of  Daniel 
Boardman,  deceased,  for  her  own  absolute  disposal,  if  she  shall 
survive  me,  but  if  not,  I then  give  the  same  absolutely  to  my 
nephew  James  C.  Roosevelt  Brown,  of  the  town  of  Rye,  Coimty 
of  Westchester,  State  of  New  York. 

Nevertheless  I except  from  the  said  bequest,  my  two  circular 
convex  mirrors,  my  framed  engi-aving  of  “ Christ  going  to 
Jerusalem,”  my  gold  watch  and  seal,  with  chain  attached,  my 
diamond  breastpin,  my  miniature  with  ebony  frame,  my  two 
silver  pitchers,  and  tv/o  silver  cake  baskets,  with  inscriptiuns  of 
presentation  thereon  to  my  late  father,  my  old  silver-plate,  con- 
sisting of  a tankard  with  the  family  coat  of  arms,  and  a teapot, 
milk-pot,  and  sugar-bowl  with  its  cover  and  tongs,  my  ancestral 
mahogany  double  chest  of  drawers,  and  mahogany  escrutoire 
with  drawers,  desk  and  book-case,  my  two  large  family  Bibles, 
one  in  the  Dutch  and  the  other  in  the  English  language,  the 
genealogical  tree  of  my  family  descent,  the  four  framed  paintings 
of  scenes  in  the  Isle  of  Wight  and  in  the  Island  of  Jamaica, 
executed  by  my  late  sisters,  and  my  diploma,  with  the  several 
premium  certificates  of  scholarship  awarded  to  me  by  the  Trus-

tees  and  Faculty  of  Columbia  College,  aE  of  which  I give  to  my 
said  nephew  for  his  use  during  his  life,  without  impeachment  of 
waste,  and  without  inventory  or  security.  And  upon  his  death 
the  same  to  be  distributed,  as  he  may  by  will  direct,  among 
his  lawful  issue  then  living,  if  any,  and  if  none,  then  I give 
the  same  to  my  residuary  legatees,  for  the  use  of  the  contem- 
plated Institution  over  which  I have  hereinafter  appointed 
them  trustees. 

I give  to  my  relative  Jane  Maria  Keating,  of  New  York, 
daughter  of  Mrs.  Jane  Keating,  deceased,  out  of  my  personal 
estate,  a legacy  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  payable 
with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum 
from  the  day  of  my  death. 

I give  to  the  said  Julia  Maria  Boardman  an  annuity  of  four 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  during  her  hfe  in  equal 
quarter-yearly  instalments  of  one  thousand  dollars  each  ; the 
first  payment  to  commence  three  months  after  my  decease  ; 
and  I charge  the  payment  of  such  annuity  exclusively  on  all 
my  real  estate  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

AE  my  real  estate  in  said  city  (subject  to  the  payment  of  such 
annuity)  I devise  to  my  executors  in  trust,  to  receive  the  rents 
and  profits  thereof,  and  apply  the  same  to  the  use  of  my  said 
nephew  for  his  life  only,  and  upon  his  death  to  partition  and 
convey  said  real  estate  in  fee  (subject  as  aforesaid)  equaEy  j9er 
sfi'r/ies  et  non  per  capita,  to  and  among  Ms  lawful  issue  then 
living,  E any,  and  E none,  then  to  seE  the  same,  and  pay  the 
proceeds  thereof  to  my  residuary  legatees,  in  trust,  towards  the 
Hospital  endowment  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Exit  in  case  any  issue  of  my  said  nephew,  living  at  his  death, 
shaE  thereafter  die  under  the  age  of  twent^^-one  years,  leaving 
no  child  of  him  or  her  surviving,  his  or  her  share  shaE  in  that 
event  pass  to  the  other  or  others  of  said  issue  of  my  said  nephew, 
if  any,  and  E none,  and  no  issue  of  any  then  living,  in  that  event 
I devise  such  share  (subject  as  aforesaid)  to  my  executors,  to 
sell  the  same,  and  pay  the  proceeds  thereof  to  my  residuary 
legatees,  in  trust,  towards  such  Hospital  endowment. 

I give  to  my  executors,  out  of  my  personal  estate,  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  thousand  doEars,  in  trust,  to  receive  the  dividends, 
income,  issues  and  profits  thereof,  and  apply  the  same  from  time 
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to  time  to  the  use  of  my  said  nephew  during  his  life,  and  upon 
his  death  to  pay  such  trust  fund  equally  per  stirpes  et  non  per 
capita  to  and  among  his  lawful  issue  then  living,  if  any,  and  if 
none,  then  to  pay  the  same  to  my  residuary  legatees,  in  trust, 
towards  such  Hospital  endowment. 

I empower  my  executors  to  lease  any  part  or  the  whole  of 
my  said  real  estate  for  a term  not  exceeding  twenty  years  (sub- 
ject as  aforesaid),  and  to  execute  covenants  in  the  leases  binding 
on  the  land,  for  a further  term  of  twenty  years  (if  allowed  by 
lawj,  at  a fixed  percentage  of  ground  rent  on  the  appraised  value 
of  the  land  (provided  the  rent  reserved  for  such  further  term 
shall  not  be  less  than  that  reserv^ed  by  said  first  lea:-e),  or,  then, 
to  pay  to  the  respective  lessees  the  value  of  any  buildings  by 
them  erected  thereon,  and  standing  at  the  determination  of  said 
first  term,  according  to  appraisement  made  agreeably  to  the 
covenants  in  the  first  lease. 

In  case  my  said  nephew  shall  be  ahve  at  the  determination 
of  said  first  leases,  I authorize  my  executors  to  apply  any  part 
of  tlie  capital  of  said  trust  fund  of  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars to  the  payment  of  the  appraised  value  of  any  buildings,  so 
erected  and  standing  at  such  determination,  which  they  may 
elect  to  pay  for. 

All  the  rest  and  residue  of  my  personal  estate,  including  all 
lapsed  legacies,  together  with  aU  my  estate  not  hereinbefore 
well  and  efiectuaUy  disposed  of,  I give,  in  trust,  to  the  several 
and  successive  presidents  ex  officio,  for  the  time  being,  of  the 
respective  managing  boards  of  those  five  certain  incorporations 
in  the  City  of  New  York,  known  as  “ The  Society  of  the  New 
York  Hospital,”  “ The  College  of  Phv^sicians  and  Surgeons  in 
the  City  of  Ne-v  York,”  “The  New^  York  Eye  Infirmary,”  “The 
Demilt  Dispensary,”  and  “ The  New  York  Institution  for  the 
Bhnd,”  and  to  my  friends  the  Honorable  James  I.  Koosevelt, 
Edwin  Clark,  Esq.,  John  M.  Knox,  Esq.,  and  Adrian  H.  MiiUer, 
Esq.,  all  of  said  city,  and  to  the  survivor  or  survivors  of  them, 
for  the  establishment  in  the  City  of  New  York  of  an  Hospital 
for  the  reception  and  relief  of  sick  and  diseased  persons,  and 
for  its  permanent  endowment. 

Such  Institution  to  be  managed  and  conducted  by  nine  trus- 
tees, as  hereinbefore  appointed,  provdded  that  in  case  of  any 
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vacancy,  from  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  of  any  of  the 
four  individual  trastees,  hereinbefore  designated  by  name,  and 
not  by  title  of  office,  then  in,  and  in  every  such  case,  the  vacancy 
so  occurring  shall  be  supplied  by  the  surviving  or  remaining 
trustees  from  male',  native  born  citizens,  then  resident  in  the 
City  of  New  York.  , 

All  funds  of  the  incorporation  which  the  trustees  may  not  see 
fit  to  apply  (on  the  sale  of  m^^  said  real  estate  by  my  executors) 
for  the  purchase  of  any  part  or  the  whole  of  such  real  estate, 
and  for  the  improvement  of  that  so  purchased,  and  which  may 
not  be  required  for  an  hospital  site  in  fee,  and  for  the  erection 
of  suitable  buildicgs  thereon,  shall  fi-om  time  to  time  be  invested 
either  on  bond  secured  by  mortgage  on  unincumbered  improved 
real  estate  in  fee  in  the  City  of  New  York,  or  in  public  stocks 
of  the  City  or  of  the  State  of  New  York,  or  of  the  United  States 
of  America. 

I direct  my  timstees  promptly  to  apply  to  the  Legislature  of 
this  State  for  proper  acts  to  incorporate,  secure,  and  perpetuate 
said  Hospital. 

And  should  such  Legislature  for  two  years  next  after  my 
decease  (provided  the  youngest  of  my  said  individual  trustees 
living  at  my  decease,  and  my  said  nephew,  or  either  of  them, 
shall  so  long  live)  refuse  or  neglect  to  giant  a liberal  charter 
for  the  safe  organization,  conduct  and  pei'petuity  of  such  Hos- 
pital establishment,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  my 
will,  I,  in  that  event,  direct  my  trustees  from  time  to  time  to 
pay  over  the  above  bequests  that  may  come  into  their  posses- 
sion under  my  will,  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  trusting  that  Congress  will  pass  such  law  or  laws  in 
respect  thereof  as  will  effect,  in  substance,  as  near  as  may  be, 
the  general  objects  I have  in  view.  But,  to  prevent  legal  diffi- 
culties, in  this  case  I declare  my  wishes  so  expressed  to  be  not 
an  imperative  trust,  but  a mere  recommendation  to  the  Govern- 
ment, having  full  confidence  that  Congress  will  do  whatever 
justice  and  right  may  require. 

I hereby  annul  all  former  wills  by  me  made,  and  appoint  the 
said  Julia  M.  Boardman  to  take  upon  herself  the  execution  of 
this  my  will ; but  if  she  shall  not  survive  me,  or  in  case  of  her 
survivorship,  and  subsequent  death  before  the  close  of  my  estate, 
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after  having  qualified ; or  if  she  shall  for  the  space  of  twenty 
days  next  after  my  death  refuse  or  neglect  to  apply  to  the  Sur- 
rogate for  letters  testamentary  to  her,  I then  substitute  in  her 
place  the  President  for  the  time  being  of  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors of  “ The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital,”  as  executor 
of  this  my  will. 

In  witness  whereof,  I have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal, 
this  thirteenth  day  of  March,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  fifty -four,

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CHAPTEK  lY. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  “The  Koosevelt  Hospital,”  in  the 
City  of  New  York.  Passed  Felruary  2d,  1864,  three-ffths 
being  present. 

^ The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  It  being  represented  to  this  Legislature,  that 
James  H.  Roosevelt,  late  of  the  City  of  New  York,  departed 
this  life  in  the  month  of  November,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
three  (never  having  married),  possessed  of  a large  real  and  per- 
sonal estate,  the  bulk  of  which  by  his  will  he  devoted  to  the 
establishment  of  a Hospital  in  said  city,  naming  for  that  pur- 
pose certain  trustees  to  manage  and  conduct  the  same,  and 
directing  them  promptly  to  apply  to  the  Legislature  of  this 
State  for  proper  acts  to  incorporate,  secure,  and  perpetuate  said 
Hospital,  and  such  application  having  been  made  accordingly : 
Be  it,  therefore,  enacted.  That  the  trustees  named  in  said  will, 
to  wit,  George  T.  Trimble,  President  of  the  Managing  Board  of 
“ The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital,”  Edward  Delafield, 
President  of  the  Managing  Bonrd  of  “ The  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  in  the  City  of  New  York,”  Thomas  House  Taylor, 
President  of  the  Managing  Board  of  “ The  New  York  Eye 
Irfirmary,”  Frederick  E.  Mather,  President  of  the  Managiug 
Board  of  “The  Demilt  Dispensary,”  Augustus  Schell,  President 
of  the  Managing  Board  of  “ The  New  Yoik  Institution  for  the 
Blind,”  and  their  several  successors  in  their  respective  offices  as 
such  Presidents,  and  James  I.  Roosevelt,  Edwin  Clark,  John 
M.  Knox,  and  Adrian  H.  MuUer,  all  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
and  their  successors,  are  hereby  incorporated  and  declared  to  be 
a body  politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  of  “ The  Roosevelt 
Hospital.” 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  the  said  Corporation  shall  be  the  estab- 
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lishment  in  the  City  of  New  York  of  a Hospital  for  the  recep- 
tion and  relief  of  sick  and  diseased  persons,  and  its  permanent 
endowment  pursuant  to  the  directions  of  the  last  will  and  tes- 
tament of  its  iounder  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  The  direction  and  management  of  the  affairs  of  said 
Corporation,  and  the  control  and  disposition  of  its  property  and 
funds,  shall  be  vested  in  said  trustees  and  their  successors.  In 
case  of  any  vacancy  from  death,  resignation,  or  othei  wise,  of  any 
of  the  four  individual  trustees  herein  designated  by  name,  and 
not  by  title  of  office,  or  their  successors,  then  and  in  every  such 
case  the  vacancy  so  occuiTuig  shall  be  supplied  by  the  sru-viving 
or  remaining  trustees  from  male,  native-born  citizens,  then 
resident  in  the  City  of  New  York.  The  property,  real  and  per- 
sonal, of  said  Corporation  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  provisions  of  law  relative 
to  charitable  institutions. 

Sec.  4.  The  tnrstees  of  said  Corporation  shall  elect  one  of 
their  number  president,  who  shall  hold  his  office  during  theh 
pleasure,  and  they  may  also  elect  or  appoint,  and  at  any  time 
remove,  a secretary  and  a treasm-er,  and  such  other  officers,  as, 
in  them  judgment,  the  management  of  its  affairs  may  require. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  Corporation  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  em- 
powered— 

1.  To  demand  and  receive  from  the  executrix  of  the  last  will 
and  testament  of  the  said  James  H.  Iloosevelt,  as  jjroven  on  the 
sixteenth  day  of  December,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty -three, 
and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Siu  rogate  of  the  County  of 
New  York,  and  from  the  residuary  legatees  named  in  said  will, 
all  personal  propertj^  and  real  estate,  and  the  pioeceds  of  all 
personal  property  and  real  estate  in  any  manner  devised  or 
bequeathed  by  the  said  will  for  the  establishment  in  the  City 
of  New  York  of  a Hospital  as  aforesaid,  for  the  reception  and 
relief  of  sick  and  diseased  persons,  and  for  its  permanent  en- 
dowment. 
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2.  To  purchase  and  hold  real  estate  in  the  City  of  New  York, 
and  erect  and  maintain  thereon  suitable  buildings  for  the  use  of 
said  Hospital. 

3.  Upon  the  sale  of  the  real  estate  of  the  said  James  H. 
Roosevelt,  as  provided  in  said  mil,  to  purchase  and  hold  the 
whole  or  any  part  thereof  as  the  Corporation  may  determine. 

4.  To  invest  all  funds  of  this  Corporation  not  otherwise  spe- 
cifically appropriated,  whether  derived  from  the  estate  of  said 
James  H.  Roosevelt,  or  otherwise,  either  on  bond,  seemed  by 
mortgage  on  unincumbered  improved  real  estate  in  fee,  in  the 
City  of  New  York,  or  in  pubhc  stocks  of  the  City  or  State  of 
New  York,  or  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  Corporation  may  take  and  hold  any  addi- 
tional donations,  grants,  devises,  and  bequests  which  may  be 
made  hi  further  support  of,  or  addition  to,  said  Hospital — so  far 
forth  as  the  same  is  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  the 
State,  and  not  otherwise. 


Sec.  7.  The  said  Coi-poration  .shall  possess  the  power,  and  be 
subject  to  the  provisions,  liabilities,  and  restrictions  contained 
in  the  thu'd  title  of  the  eighteenth  chapter  of  the  first  part  of  * 
the  Revised  Statutes,  except  as  is  otherwise  provided  in  this 
Act. 

Sec.  8.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 


OFFICERS. 

1.  There  shall  be  a President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  and 
Secretary,  who  shall  respectively  discharge  the  usual  duties  of 
such  officers. 

LECTION  OF  OFFICERS. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  stated  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  in  the  month  of  February  in  each  year  ; and 
shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  shall  be  appointed,  un- 
less sooner  removed  by  the  Board.  Any  vacancy  occurring  by 
resignation  or  otherwise,  may  be  filled  at  any  stated  meeting. 

SECRETARY. 

3.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  seal  of  the 
Corporation,  and  shall  affix  it  to  such  documents  only  as  the 
Board  of  Trustees  may  direct. 

TREASURER. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  care  of  all  money,  bonds, 
title-deeds,  and  other  papers  relating  to  the  property  of  the 
Corporation,  He  shall  also  have  charge  of  aU  the  real  estate 
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of^  the  Corporation,  but  -with  no  authority  to  let  or  lease  any 
portion  of  the  same  without  direction  from  the  Board  at  a 
regular  meeting. 

He  shall  keep  an  account  in  one  of  the  banks  or  trust  com- 
panies of  this  city,  approved  by  the  Board,  in  the  name  of  this 
Corporation,  and  deposit  therein  all  money  received  by  him. 

He  shall  not  pay  any  money  without  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  or  of  a Committee  duly  authorized  by  them  to 
draw  on  him. 

He  shall  cause  to  be  kept  at  the  Hospital  necessary  books 
of  account,  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  account  oi  receipts, 
an  account  of  expenditures,  an  account  with  the  Superin- 
tendent, and  such  other  accounts  as  may  be  necessary. 

COMMITTEES. 

5.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members 
of  the  Board,  and  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  in  Febru- 
ary of  each  year.  They  shall  advise  and  assist  the  Treasurer 
in  the  management  of  the  property  of  the  Institution,  in  con- 
formity with  the  directions  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

6.  The  Committee  on  Buildings  shall  consist  of  three  mem- 
bers, and  be  elected  annually  at  the  February  meeting.  They 
shall  have  the  superintendence  of  the  erection  of  all  Hospital 
buildings  until  the  same  are  completed.  The  present  Building  ’ 
Committee  is  continued  untH  the  February  meeting  of  1872. 

7.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  members  of 
the  Board,  to  serve  two  months,  except  that  of  the  Committee 
just  appointed,  one  shall  serve  for  one  month,  and  the  other 
for  two  months,  and  thereafter  one  of  them  to  be  appointed 
at  each  monthly  meeting  in  place  of  the  one  whose  term  of 
service  shall  then  expire  ; or  the  Visiting  Committee  maj'  be 
appointed  at  the  February  meeting  for  the  entire  year. 

They  shall  give  such  orders  and  estabhsh  such  regulations 
as  they  shah,  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of 
this  Institution  ; provided  such  orders  and  regulations  be  not 
inconsistent  with  those  established  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

They  shall  receive  or  reject  applicants  for  admission  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  regulations  upon  that  subject,  and  shall 
determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  received  as  free  or 
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pay-patient,  and  in  the  latter  case  they  shall  fix  the  rate  of 
payment. 

They  shall  meet  at  the  Hospital  at  least  once  in  each  week, 
but  in  the  interval  between  their  meetings  and  when  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case  shall  require  it,  the  Superintendent  may 
act  as  their  representative  in  the  admission  of  patients,  report- 
ing his  action  in  each  case  to  the  Committee  at  their  next 
meeting.  If  only  one  member  of  the  Committee  be  present  at 
the  regular  time,  he  shall  have  all  the  authority  and  powers  of 
the  Committee. 

They  shall  see  that  no  patient  is  allowed  to  remain  in  the 
Hospital  when  in  a condition  to  be  discharged  ; and  that  all 
patients  whose  diseases  may  be  incurable  are  removed  with 
the  least  possible  delay. 

They  may,  at  their  discretion,  discharge  any  patient  or  hos- 
pital attendant  for  disorderly  conduct. 

In  case  the  House  Physician,  House  Surgeon,  or  any  of 
their  assistants,  or  the  Matron,  Clerk,  Apothecary,  or  Engineer 
shall  neglect  any  of  the  duties  prescribed  to  them,  or  refuse  to 
comply  with  any  reasonable  request  of  the  Visiting  Committee 
or  Superintendent,  the  Visiting  Committee  may  suspend  the 
offender,  and  report  the  case  to  the  next  monthly  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  vacancy  in  the  mean  time  shall 
be  supplied  by  such  person  as  the  Committee  may  appoint. 

The  Visiting  Committee  shall  have  general  charge  of  all 
property  within  the  precincts  of  the  Hospital,  and  authorize 
such  purchases,  repairs,  and  disbursements  as  may,  from  time 
to  time,  be  necessary  ; such  expenditure  not  to  exceed  one 
hundred  dollars,  unless  by  authority  of  the  Board. 

They  shall  examine  as  to  whether  economy  is  observed  in 
the  several  departments  of  the  Hospital ; as  to  the  cleanliness 
and  order  of  all  Y'^rts  of  the  House  and  grounds  ; as  to  the 
quantity  and  quality  of  the  food  given  the  patients,  and  into 
the  conduct  of  the  several  officers  of  the  House. 

MEETINGS. 

8.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  monthly, 
on  the  last  Tuesday  of  each  month  ; but  special  meetings  may 
be  called  by  direction  of  the  President,  or  of  any  two  of  the 
Trustees. 
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Notices  of  every  meeting  shall  be  issued  by  the  Secretary, 
not  less  than  twenty-four  hours  before  the  time  of  holding  such 
meeting. 

9.  A Clerk  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board,  to  assist  its 
officers  and  keep  their  books  and  records. 

10.  It  shall  be  a fundamental  rule  of  this  Board  that  no  debt 
for  current  expenses  shall  be  contracted  in  any  one  year,  which 
shall  exceed  the  actual  income  of  that  year  : and  whenever 
there  shall  be  absence  of  funds  of  the  Hospital  in  the  control 
of  the  treasurer,  no  more  free  patients  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
Hospital  until  the  Treasurer  report  that  there  is  money  enough 
in  the  treasury  to  carry  out  the  beneficent  object  the  testator 
had  in  view  when  he  made  his  will. 

11.  No  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  receive  com- 
pensation in  any  form  for  duties  performed  as  Trustee  or  offi- 
cer ol  the  Board. 


AMENDMENTS. 

12.  No  amendment  or  addition  to  these  By-Laws  shall  be 
made,  except  at  a stated  meeting,  and  after  the  amendment 
or  addition  shall  have  been  presented  to  the  Board,  in  writing, 
at  a previous  stated  meeting. 

OBDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

13.  Until  further  direction  of  the  Board,  the  order  of  busi- 
ness shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  Beading  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting. 

2.  Communications,  and  action  thereon. 

3.  Beports  of  Committees,  and  action  thereon. 

4.  Special  order,  if  any. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  Motions  and  Besolutions. 

7.  Adjournment. 


BY-LAWS  AND  RULES  FOR  THE  HOSPITAL 


I. 

All  physicians  and  surgeons  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board 
uf  Trustees. 

ri. — OF  THE  CONSULTING  PHYSICIANS  AND  SURGEONS. 

1.  There  shall  be  two  consulting  physicians  and  two  consulting 
surgeons. 

2.  They  shall  be  consulted  in  cases  ol  unusual  difficulty,  and 
invited  to  attend  all  capital  operations. 

III. — OP  THE  ATTENDING  PHYSICIANS  AND  SURGEONS. 

1.  Thei-e  shall  be  four  attending  physicians  and  four  attending 
surgeons.  The  number  may  be  increased  as  the  Hospital  is 
enlarged. 

2.  The  Hospital  shall  be  divided  into  two  medical  and  two 
surgical  divisions. 

3.  Two  physicians  or  two  surgeons  shall  be  assigned  to  each 
division. 

4.  The  physicians  or  surgeons  having  charge  of  each  division 
sliall  so  arrange  that  one  or  the  other  shall  visit  the  division  each 
day. 

5.  The  attending  physicians  and  surgeons  shall  have  the  entire 
direction  of  the  treatment  of  the  patients.  They  shall  also 
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exercise  a supervision  of  the  condition  of  the  wards,  the  behavior 
of  the  orderlies  and  nurses,  and  the  character  of  the  food  of  the 
patients,  and  report  wliatever  tiiey  may  deem  wrong.  Tliey  may 
give  clinical  instruction,  illustrated  l)y  the  patients  in  their 
respective  divisions. 

6.  All  capital  operations  shall  be  performed  by  the  attending 
surgeon.  When  possible  a consultation  of  all  the  attending 
surgeons  shall  be  previously  called.  In  cases  of  great  emergency 
such  operations  may  he  performed  by  the  house  surgeon. 

IV. — OF  THE  PATHOLOGIST  AND  HIS  ASSISTANT. 

1.  The  Pathologist  shall  be  ai)pointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  shall  be  a member  of  the  Medical  Board. 

2.  Two  assistant  pathologists  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  on  nomination  of  the  Medical  Board. 

3.  The  Pathologist  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made  by  his 
assistants,  all  ijost-mortem  examinations  on  persons  dying  in  the 
Hospital. 

4.  All  y;os^-TOor^em  examinations  shall  be  made  at  a fixed  hour, 
and  not  until  twelve  hours  after  the  death  of  a patient. 

5.  One  of  the  assistant  pathologists  shall  be  present,  daily,  at 
the  hour  appointed  for  making  autopsies,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  assistant  pathologists  to  assist  in  making  the  autopsies,  and 
to  record  them  in  a book  kept  for  that  purpose. 

6.  At  the  appointed  hour  for  making  autopsies,  the  junior 
assistant  shall  be  present  at  the  dead  house  with  the  written 
histories  of  such  patients  as  have  died  within  the  previous  twenty- 
four  hours.  The  Pathologist  shall  then  decide  as  to  the  necessity 
for  posl-mortem  examination  in  eacli  case. 

7.  The  Pathologist  shall  have  charge  of  all  specimens  from 
post-mortem  examinations,  and  of  all  such  as  are  removed  by 
operation  in  the  Hospital.  He  sliall  deliver  to  the  curator  such 
specimens  as  are  proper  for  preservation  in  the  Museum. 

8.  The  Pathologist  may  give  instruction  in  pathological  anatomy 
in  the  Autopsy  room. 

9.  The  necessary  instruments  for  use  in  the  Autopsy  room  shall 
be  kept  with  the  Hospital  instruments,  and  shall  only  be  delivered 
on  the  written  order  of  the  Pathologist. 
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V. — OF  THE  CUEATOB. 

1.  The  Curator  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Medical  Board,  and 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

2.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  Hospital  Museum,  and  of  the 
necessary  apparatus  for  preserving  specimens. 

3.  He  shall  prepare  for  the  Museum  all  such  specimens  as  may  be 
delivered  to  him  for  that  purpose  by  the  Pathologist,  and  keep  a 
catalogue  of  all  specimens  placed  in  the  Museum. 

VI. — OF  THE  MEDICAL  BO.ARD. 

1.  The  consulting  and  attending  physicians  and  surgeons  shall 
constitute  the  Medical  Board. 

2.  The  Medical  Board  shall  meet  regularly  on  the  third  Monday 
of  each  month  at  the  Hospital,  and  at  their  first  regular  meeting  in 
each  year  shall  elect  by  ballot  a President,  A^ice-President,  and 
Secretary,  who  shall  perform  the  duties  of  those  offices  respectively. 
Five  shall  constitute  a quorum  of  a meeting  of  the  Medical  Board. 

3.  Said  Board  shall  also  each  year  designate  two  of  their  num- 
ber as  a Committee  of  Inspection,  and  four  as  a Committee  of 
Examination. 

4.  The  Medical  Board  shall  advise  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  health  and  physical  well-being  of  the 
patients — they  shall  regulate  the  diet  of  the  patients — they  shall 
regulate  the  manner  and  time  of  giving  clinical  instruction. 

5.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  Medical  Board,  they  shall  nominate 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  suitable  persons  for  appointment.  And 
they  shall  nominate  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  suitable  persons  for 
appointment  as  Assistant  Pathologists,  Curator,  House  Medical 
Staff  and  Apothecary. 

6.  Special  meetings  of  the  Medical  Board  may  be  called  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  or  by  the  President  of  the  Medical  Board. 

7.  The  Committee  of  Inspection  shall  personally  inspect,  at  least 
once  a week,  all  the  Hospital  buildings ; shall  examine  into  the 
condition  of  the  wards,  water-closets  and  bathing  rooms,  the 
quality  of  food  and  medicines  furnished  to  patients,  and  into  the 
conduct  of  the  orderlies  and  nurses,  and  shall  see  that  all  the 
regulations  of  the  Hospital  are  properly  enforced ; they  shall 
examine  at  least  once  a month  into  the  consumption  of  liquors  for 
hospital  purposes ; they  may  grant  leave  of  absence  to  members  of 
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the  house  staff,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Visitiug  Committee, 
and  shall  from  time  to  time  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

8.  The  Committee  on  Examination  shall  examine  all  applicants 
for  appointment  on  the  House  Medical  Staff.  A competitive 
examination  shall  be  lield  in  March  and  September  of  each  year, 
and  the  candidates  who  pass  the  best  examination  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Trustees  to  fill  vacancies. 

vn. — OF  THE  HOUSE  MEDICAL  STAFF  AND  ASSISTANTS.  . 

1.  The  House  Medical  Staff  shall  consist  of  a Physician  and  a 
Surgeon,  Avho  shall  severally  reside  in  the  Hospital,  and  a Senior 
and  a Junior  Assistant  Physician,  and  a Senior  and  a Junior 
Assistant  Surgeon,  who  shall  severally  attend  at  the  Hospital  from 

9 A.  M.  to  5 P.  M.  of  each  day,  but  shall  not  reside  in  the  building. 

2.  Each  of  the  House  Medical  Staff  shall  sign  an  agreement 
to  remain  in  the  service  of  the  Hospital  for  the  term  of  eighteen 
months — six  months  as  Junior  Assistant,  six  months  as  Senior 
Assistant,  and  six  months  as  House  Physician  or  Surgeon. 

3.  Candidates  for  examination  as  Junior  Assistants  must  have 
passed  their  examinations  for  graduation  in  medicine. 

4.  At  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  service,  diplomas  shall  be 
granted  to  the  House  Physician  and  Surgeon,  if  their  services  have 
been  acceptable  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

VIII. — THE  HOUSE  PHYSICIAN  AND  HOUSE  SUKGEON. 

1.  The  House  Physician  and  House  Surgeon  shall  visit  each 
patient  in  their  respective  wards  at  least  every  morning  and  evening, 
and  be  prepared  to  report  the  state  of  the  patients  to  the  attending 
physician  or  surgeon.  They  shall  record  all  prescriptions  and 
directions  for  their  administration  in  books  to  be  kept  for  that 
purpose — of  which  there  shall  be  one  for  each  ward — and  shall 
send  the  same  to  the  apothecary’s  shop  at  or  before  10  o’clock  A.  M. 
and  6 o’clock  P.  M.  each  day.  They  shall  see  that  the  medicines 
are  regularly  taken  and  are  promptly  administered,  with  care  and 
neatness.  There  shall  also  be  an  “Extra  Diet”  book  in  each  ward, 
in  which  shall  be  recorded  all  orders  for  liquors  and  extra  articles 
of  diet.  These  books  must  be  sent  to  the  store  room  at  or  before 

10  o’clock  A.  M.,  and  shall  be  inspected  once  a week  and  signed  by 
the  attending  physician  or  surgeon, 
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2.  In  any  medical  or  surgical  case  of  emergency,  the  House  Phy- 
sician or  Surgeon  shall  request  the  immediate  attendance  of  the 
attending  physician  or  surgeon,  or  if  he  cannot  be  found,  of  any 
other  of  the  physicians  or  surgeons  of  the  hospital. 

3.  The  House  Physician  or  Surgeon  shall  in  no  case  substitute 
his  assistant  in  the  performance  of  any  duty  specially  incumbent  on 
himself,  excepting  in  case  of  sudden  illness  or  other  emergency,  or 
by  permission  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  of  the  attending  phy- 
sician or  surgeon. 

4.  The  House  Physician  or  Surgeon  shall  not  remove  patients 
from  one  ward  to  another  without  the  approbation  of  the  Super- 
intendent, nor  shall  he  discharge  a patient,  this  being  the  exclusive 
duty  of  the  Superintendent. 

5.  When  a patient  dies,  the  House  Physician  or  Surgeon  shall 
write  the  cause  of  death  in  the  book  supplied  for  that  purpose  by 
the  Board  of  Health,  which  record  shall  be  copied  by  the  Clerk. 

6.  The  House  Physician  and  Surgeon  shall  alternate  weekly  in 
examining  patients  for  admission,  and  in  the  charge  of  patients 
admitted  at  night — so  arranging  that  both  duties  shall  not  devolve 
at  the  same  time  upon  either  of  them. 

7.  They  shall  not  be  absent  at  the  usual  hour  of  attendance  of 
the  physicians  and  sui’geons.  When  either  of  them  intends  to  go  off 
the  premises,  he  shall  leave  notice  with  the  Superintendent,  and 
never  be  absent  unless  his  senior  assistant  is  in  his  place. 

8.  They  shall  not  engage  in  any  other  business  than  that  of  the 
Hospital,  nor  shall  they  practice  outside. 

9.  All  instruments  and  apparatus,  except  pocket  cases  and  ther- 
mometers, shall  be  kept  in  one  place,  under  the  charge  of  a special 
orderly,  who  shall  only  deliver  them  on  a written  order  signed  by 
the  House  Physician  or  Surgeon. 

IX. — ASSISTANTS  TO  THE  HOUSE  PHYSICIAN  AND  HOUSE  SURGEON. 

1.  The  assistants  shall  attend  the  House  Physician  or  Surgeon  in 
his  morning  visits  to  the  patients,  and  shall  also  be  present  at  the 
regular  visit  of  the  attending  physician  or  surgeon,  and  at  such 
other  times  as  he  may  direct. 

2.  The  senior  assistant  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  attending 
physician  or  surgeon,  keep  a record  of  all  medical  and  surgical 
cases  which  occur  in  the  hospital.  In  this  record  shall  be  entered 
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the  name  and  occupation  of  each  patient,  the  probable  cause  and 
history  of  his  disease,  the  remedies  used  upon  and  after  admission, 
the  name  of  the  attending  physician  or  surgeon,  his  daily  reports  of 
the  case,  the  termination  either  in  recovery,  relief  or  death,  and 
such  other  circumstances  as  may  tend  to  illustrate  the  case  and  the 
nature  of  the  disease — and  in  the  surgical  records  shall  be  entered 
an  account  of  all  operations  performed  in  the  Hospital,  with  the 
names  of  the  surgeons  present. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  respective  junior  assistants  to  trans- 
cribe, neatly  and  legibly,  every  such  record  when  completed  into  the 
case  books — said  books  shall  be  deposited  in  the  library. 

X. — OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

1.  The  Superintendent  is  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
He  is  the  Executive  Officer  of  the  Board,  and  responsible  to  them 
for  the  good  order  of  the  house.  He  is  to  see  that  their  regula- 
tions and  directions  are  promptly  and  efficiently  carried  out,  and 
for  that  purpose  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  Hospital  and  its 
belongings. 

2.  He  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  hospital  attendants, 
subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Trustees  or  Visiting  Committee ; and 
it  shall  be  his  duty  to  dismiss  any  attendant  who  shall  be  guilty 
of  profanity,  drunkenness  or  other  gross  misconduct,  reporting  his 
action  and  his  reason  therefor  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

3.  He  shall  admit  and  discharge  all  patients,  in  accordance 
with  the  regulations  provided  on  that  subject. 

4.  He  shall  purchase,  under  the  direction  of  the  Visiting  Com- 
mittee, furniture,  provisions,  and  all  other  stores  required  for  the 
Hospital,  and  shall  attend  to  the  proper  issue  of  the  same,  keeping 
under  his  key  wines,  spirits,  sugar,  blanketing,  and  other  house- 
hold articles. 

5.  He  shall  keep  in  a book  provided  for  that  purpose  a regular 
and  accurate  account  of  all  moneys  received  or  disbursed  by  him 
on  behalf  of  the  Hospital,  and  a record  of  all  such  contracts  as  he 
may  be  authorized  to  make,  which  book,  with  the  vouchers,  shall 
be  laid  before  the  Visiting  Committee. 

6.  He  shall  deposit  all  Hospital  moneys  coming  into  his  hands 
with  the  Treasurer,  and  shall  obtain  a draft  from  the  Visiting 
Committee  upon  the  Treasurer  for  such  sums  as  may  from  time 
to  time  be  required  for  the  use  of  the  house. 
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7.  He  shall  submit  to  the  Trustees,  monthly,  at  their  stated 
meeting,  a roll  of  all  persons  employed  upon  the  premises,  show- 
ing how  they  are  employed  and  their  rate  of  compensation. 

8.  He  shall  visit  every  ward  at  least  once  a day,  and  shall  make 
weekly  a “general  inspection”  of  all  parts  of  the  Hospital,  at  which 
time  he  shall  require  all  attendants  to  be  at  their  several  posts  and 
remain  there  until  the  inspection  is  concluded. 

9.  He  shall  see  that  the  attendants  are  properly  instructed  in 
regard  to  their  respective  duties  in  case  of  an  alarm  of  fire. 

10.  When  a patient  is  dangerously  ill  he  shall  notify  (if  possible) 
some  near  relative  or  friend  of  the  patient,  and  inquire  whether  he 
desires  to  converse  with  a clergyman  or  religious  person,  and  shall 
invite  the  person  desired  to  attend,  and  while  such  person  is 
present  shall  see  that  the  other  patients  in  the  ward  behave  with 
decorum. 

11.  On  the  decease  of  a patient,  the  Superintendent  shall  cause 
the  body  to  be  removed,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  to  the  dead 
house,  and  there  safely  kept  till  delivered  to  the  friends  of  the 
deceased,  or  those  responsible  for  its  interment. 

12.  When  any  articles  of  value,  or  other  effects,  are  left  by  a 
deceased  patient,  the  Superintendent  shall  cause  them  to  be  labeled 
with  the  patient’s  name  and  the  date  of  his  decease,  and  hold  them 
for  the  action  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

13.  When  a patient  is  discharged  or  dies,  the  Superintendent 
shall  cause  the  fact  to  be  recorded  in  the  Eegister,  mentioning  the 
patient’s  condition  (whether  cured,  relieved,  &c.),  if  discharged, 
along  with  any  circumstance  attending  his  departure  which  might 
influence  his  future  admission. 

14.  If  any  of  the  house  officers  or  attendants  shall  violate  the 
regulations,  or  be  guilty  of  any  misconduct,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Superintendent  to  report  the  facts  in  writing  to  the  Visiting 
Committee. 


XI. — or  THE  APOTHECARY. 

1.  The  Apothecary  shall  compound  and  make  up  all  medicines 
prescribed  agreeably  to  the  formulas  from  time  to  time  directed  by 
the  physicians  and  surgeons.  He  shall  deliver  no  medicine  or 
other  articles  which  are  not  entered  upon  the  prescription  book,  or  to 
persons  living  out  of  the  house.  He  shall  put  up  the  medicines  for 
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each  ■ward  separately,  and  shall  annex  to  them  labels  bearing  the 
name  of  the  patient  for  Avhom  prescribed,  with  printed  or  written 
directions  for  taking  them,  and  he  shall  send  them  to  each  ward  to 
be  distributed  to  the  patients.  He  shall  keep  splints,  bandages 
and  muslin  of  such  sizes  and  in  such  quantities  as  shall  be  directed 
by  the  attending  surgeons,  and  shall  keep  a book  in  which  shall 
be  entered  the  ward  to  which  they  are  sent,  in  order  to  their  return 
to  him  when  practicable. 

2.  He  shall  regularly  attend  the  shop  and  never  be  absent  with- 
out the  Superintendent’s  permission.  He  shall  keep  the  shop  and 
its  belongings  clean  and  in  good  order,  and  it  shall  remain  open 
from  7 o’clock  A.  M.  till  8 o’clock  P.  M.  He  shall  ob.serve  careful 
economy  in  everything  relating  to  his  department.  No  liquid 
medicine  shall  be  put  up  in  a larger  than  four  ounce  phial,  except 
infusions,  decoctions,  aud  those  for  external  applications. 

3.  He  shall  ordinarily  procure  the  medicines  required  from  per- 
sons appointed  by  the  Trustees,  but  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  ascertain 
the  lowest  market  price  of  all  important  articles,  and  procure  them 
from  the  most  favorable  sources,  with  the  consent  of  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

4.  He  shall  cause  all  medicine  and  other  articles  purchased  for 
his  department  to  be  immediately  entered  by  the  persons  of  whom 
purchased,  in  a pass  book  or  in  a bill  of  pai’cels,  with  the  date, 
quantity,  kind  and  price  of  the  articles. 

Xn. — OF  THE  MATRON. 

1.  The  Matron  is  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  She 
shall  visit  all  the  wards  having  female  nurses  every  day,  and  see 
that  the  patients  are  properly  attended. 

2.  She  shall  oversee  all  female  patients  and  attendants,  and  take 
care  that  the  wards,  apartments,  beds,  clothes,  linen,  and  other 
things  are  kept  clean.  All  patients  and  attendants  must  be  sub- 
missive to  her. 

3.  She  shall  take  care  of  all  household  goods  and  furniture,  and 
be  the  housekeeper  of  the  Hospital. 

Xin. — OF  THE  CLERK  AT  THE  HOSPITAL. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  will  appoint  a Clerk  to  reside  in  the 
Hospital,  who  shall  keep  the  Hospital  records  and  accounts,  and 
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collect  all  moneys  dne  from  pay  patients.  He  shall  he  nnder  the 
direction  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  Superintendent. 

XIV. — OF  THE  ENGINEER. 

1.  The  Engineer  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
on  nomination  of  the  Superintendent. 

2.  He  shall  liave  charge  of  the  boilers  and  steam  machinery  of  all 
kinds,  of  the  tanks,  and  hot  and  cold  water  apparatus  and  fixtures. 
He  shall  be  responsible  for  the  economical  use  of  coal  and  steam, 
and  it  shall  be  his  special  duty  to  see  that  an  uniform  temperature 
of  6G°  to  68°  fahrenheit  be  maintained  in  all  the  wards  during  the 
winter,  and  visit  them  night  and  day  as  often  as  maybe  necessary 
to  secure  this  object. 

3.  The  Engineer  and  his  assistants  shall  at  all  times^  be  subject 
to  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Superintendent,  to  whom  the 
Engineer  shall  report  at  once  any  misconduct  or  neglect  of  any 
assistant  in  his  department. 

XV. — OF  HOSPITAL  ATTENDANTS. 

1.  Hospital  attendants  shall  be  employed,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Visiting  Committee,  in  such  number  as  the  service  of  the 
Hospital  may  require. 

2.  They  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Superintendent  and  of 
the  heads  of  the  several  departments  in  which  they  may  be  em- 
ployed. 

3.  As  far  as  practicable,  they  shall  have  assigned  to  them  their 
regular  duties,  but  will  be  expected  to  yield  willing  obedience  to 
any  reasonable  requirement  of  the  Superintendent. 

4.  They  shall  give  at  least  one  Aveek’s  notice  to  the  Superinten- 
dent of  their  intention  to  leave  the  service  of  the  Hospital,  and 
may  require  the  same  notice  from  him  Avhen  discharged,  unless 
they  be  dismissed  for  gross  misconduct. 

5.  They  shall  not  leave  the  Hospital  Avithout  the  permission  of 
the  Superintendent,  Avho  shall  assign  them  their  regular  hours  of 
duty  and  recreation. 

6.  Those  assigned  to  the  Avards  as  nurses  shall  attend  to  the 
general  order  of  the  Avard  and  comfort  of  the  patients,  and  behave 
themselves  Avith  proper  respect  and  decorum  during  the  visit  of 
any  of  the  medical  officers  of  the  Hospital. 
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7.  No  nurse  or  other  attendant  shall  receive  any  compensation, 
gift  or  bequest  from  any  patient  unless  authorized  to  do  so  by  the 
Visiting  Committee  through  the  Superintendent. 

XVI. — OF  PATIENTS. 

I.  Hie  Admission  of  Patients. 

1.  Patients  suffering  from  severe  accidents  shall  be  admitted  to 
the  Hospitil  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

2.  Other  patients  shall  be  admitted  between  9 o’clock  A.  M.  and 
5 o’clock  P.  M.  They  must  apply  in  person  at  the  office  of  the 
Ilospital,  when  they  will  be  examined  and  admitted  by  the  House 
Physician  or  Surgeon  on  duty;  or  if  unable  to  apply  in  person  they 
shall  be  vi,sited  at  their  homes  by  the  House  Physician  or  Surgeon 
on  duty. 

3.  Any  of  the  consulting  or  attending  physicians  or  surgeons 

can  send  to  the  Hospital  such  patients  as  they  see  fit  with  a written 
order  for  admission.  • 

4.  No  patient  suffering  under  any  contagious  disease  shall  be 
admitted. 

5.  There  shall  be  posted  in  the  office  daily  the  number  of  vacant 
beds,  both  free  and  pay,  for  the  information  of  the  examining 
physician. 

6.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  living  out  of  the 
city  must  be  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  some  respectable  phy- 
sician, stating  the  nature  and  probable  duration  of  the  disease, 
which  certificate  with  the  application  will  be  referred  to  the  Visit- 
ing Committee. 

II.  Rides  for  Patients. 

1.  Patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  are  forbidden  to  use,  profane 
or  indecent  language;  to  express  immoral  or  infidel  sentiments;  to 
play  at  any  game  for  money ; to  smoke  tobacco  in  the  house,  or  to 
procure  for  themselves  or  others  any  intoxicating  liquors. 

2.  No  patient  shall  be  allowed  to  have  any  book,  pamphlet  or 
newspaper  of  an  immoral  or  indecent  nature. 

3.  No  male  patient  shall  go  into  any  of  the  women’s  wards,  nor 
any  female  patient  into  any  of  the  men’s  wards. 

4.  No  patient  shall  enter  the  dead  house,  engine  rooms,  kitchen, 
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theatre,  or  any  of  the  attendants’  rooms,  except  by  order  of  the 
Superintendent  or  other  officer  of  the  house. 

5.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission  of  the 
Superintendent.  When  desiring  to  go  beyond  the  Hospital 
bounds,  patients  must  obtain  a card  from  the  House  Physician  or 
Surgeon  at  his  morning  round,  stating  that  he  has  no  objections, 
which  card,  when  countersigned  by  the  Superintendent,  will  serve 
them  as  a pass,  and  will  be  valid  for  the  day  upon  which  it  is  given, 
but  must  be  surrendered  to  the  doorkeeper  when  the  patient 
goes  out.  • 


naving  purchased  the  block  of  Ground,  between  58th  and  59th 
streets  and  the  9th  and  10th  avenues,  are  now  erecting  thereon 
suitable  buildings,  some  of  which  will  be  ready  for  occupation 
about  the  first  of  October  next,  when  patients  will  be  received 
into  the  Institution. 

To  complete  the  buildings,  however,  according  to  the  plans 
adopted,  will  require  additional  money  beyond  the  funds  provided 
by  Mr.  Eoosevelt’s  Will ; and  the  Trustees  solicit  contributions  for 
this  pui-pose,  and  for  the  endowment  of  free  beds. 

A donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to 
nominate  patients  to  a free  bed  in  perpetuity ; and  a donation  of 
three  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate  patients  to 
a free  bed  for  the  life  of  the  donor.

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ROOSEVELT  HOSPITAL. 


j^IRST  ^NNUAL  jH.EPORT. 


The  Roosevelt  Hospital  was  opened  Nov.  2d,  1871.  At  that 
time  OTie  Pavilion  was  tinished  and  ready  for  the  reception  of 
patients;  and  the  hnilding  for  the  Kitchen,  Lanndrv,  Steam 
Engine,  and  Heating  Apparatus  was  also  complete.  Another 
Pavilion  of  one  story,  for  surgical  cases,  and  the  administration 
buikling  have  since  heen  tinished,  and  are  now  occupied.  The 
Hospital  can  now  accommodate  one  hundred  and  eighty  patients. 
For  the  present,  the  Trustees  do  not  intend  to  erect  any  addi- 
tional buildings,  hut  the  large  block  of  land  occupied  by  the 
Hospital,  extending  from  the  Ninth  to  the  Tenth  avenues,  and 
from  Fifty-eighth  to  Fifty-ninth  street,  affords  ample  room  for 
the  erection  of  two  more  Pavilions  similar  to  those  already  built; 
and  they  hope  at  least  to  he  enabled,  by  carefully  husbanding 
their  funds,  to  build  one  more  Pavilion  sufficient  to  contain  one 
hundred  and  thirty  patients. 

The  Hospital  was  founded  under  the  will  of  the  late  James  H. 
Roosevelt  of  this  city,  and  by  him  was  directed  to  be  employed 
“for  the  reception  and  relief  of  sick  and  diseased  persons.”  The 
Trustees  understood  his  object  to  have  been  mainly  for  the  relief 
of  the  poor  “sick  and  diseased,”  and  they  have  accordingly  re- 
served a fund  sufficient  to  support  in  the  Hospital  such  persons 
without  any  expense  to  themselves,  who  will  occupy  at  least 
half  of  the  Hospital.  But  there  always  is  in  our  great  city  a 
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class  of  industrious  and  worthy  persons  with  small  means,  able 
and  willing  to  pay  for  their  support  in  a hospital,  where  medical 
attendance,  careful  nursing,  good  food  and  good  air  are  amply 
pro^'ided  ; none  of  which  they  could  obtain  in  their  homes.  So, 
also,  persons  of  the  wealthier  classes  are  not  unfrequently  so  sit- 
uated as  to  make  a good  hospital  much  more  desirable  to  them, 
when  suffering  under  disease,  than  any  hotel  or  even  private 
house;  and,  more  especially,  those  who  have  met  with  severe 
accidents,  or  require  surgical  operations.  For  all  these  different 
classes  ample  provision  is  made  in  the  Eoosevelt  Hospital.  A 
number  of  distinct  apartments,  separated  from  the  large  wards, 
have  been  arranged  for  the  hitter  of  these  classes,  fitted  up  with 
every  convenience  and  comfort  that  can  be  desired. 

The  Superintendent’s  report  for  the  last  year  is  highly  sat- 
isfactory, and  one  portion  of  it  is  especially  gratifying,  as  proving 
that  the  difficult  problem  of  ventilation  has  been  well  solved  in 
the  Hospital  buildings.  The  fact  is  well  known  that  apartments 
not  provided  with  a constant  change  of  fresh  air,  are  especially 
deleterious  to  persons  who  have  met  with  severe  accidents,  or 
have  been  the  subjects  of  surgical  operations.  Twenty-three 
capital  operations  have  been  performed  within  the  year,  and  of 
this  number  only  two  have  died,  a proportion  of  favorable  results, 
far  higher  than  is  usual  in  any  hospital,  or  even  in  private  prac- 
tice. While  due  credit  must  be  given  to  the  skill  of  the  emi- 
nent surgeons  of  the  institution,  their  skill  would  not  have  availed 
if  pm’e  air  had  not  been  secured  by  the  method  of  ventilation 
adopted.  For  this  they  are  indebted  to  the  skill  of  the  archi- 
tect, and  he  has  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  his  efforts  have 
been  crowned  with  signal  success  in  the  most  difficult  part  of 
Hospital  construction. 

Although  the  fund  provided  by  the  munificence  of  the  late 
James  H.  Roosevelt  was  large,  the  cost  of  a site  for  the  Hospital, 
and  the  expenses  of  building  such  structures  as  have  already 
been  erected  has  been  so  great,  that  without  further  aid  the 
entire  plan  to  make  the  Hospital  complete,  can  hardly  be  carried 
out. 
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The  Trustees  hope  tJie  sum  required  for  this  purpose  will  he 
gradually  accumulated  l>y  subscriptions  for  free  beds  in  the 
institution;  the  particulars  of  which  ;ye  stated  at  the  close  of 
this  Rejiort. 

Tlie  possession  of  the  right,  either  for  life,  or  in  perpetuity,  of 
having  received  and  cared  for,  in  such  a hospital,  any  sick 
person  requiring  such  aid,  is  certainly  sufficiently  desirable  to 
induce  any  benevolent  person  to  l)ecome  its  possessor.  The 
means  thus  obtained,  in  addition  to  Avhat  the  institution  already 
possesses,  it  is  hoped  will,  within  a few  j’ears,  make  the  Roosevelt 
Hospital  capable  of  receiving  tliree  hundred  and  lifty  patients,  a 
number  quite  as  large  as  should  be  collected  within  the  walls  of 
any  city  hospital. 

During  the  year  for  which  this  tirst  Report  of  tlie  Roosevelt 
Hospital  is  made,  its  Trustees  hai'e  had  to  deplore  the  loss  of 
one  of  its  most  active  and  honored  members,  George  T.  Trim- 
ble, who  died  May  16th,  1872.  He  was  so  widely  known  in 
our  community,  and  the  excellent  qualities  of  his  head  and  heart 
so  fully  appreciated  by  all  who  kneiv  Idm,  that  any  eulogy  that 
could  be  written  of  him  would  be  useless.  Tlie  long  experience 
which  he  had  gained  as  President  of  the  Rew  York  Hospital, 
made  him  invaluable  as  one  of  our  Trustees  ; and  as  a member 
of  the  Committee  charged  with  the  erection  of  the  Hospital 
buildings,  his  suggestions  were  always  most  useful.  His  late 
associates  will  long  and  gratefully  cherish  his  memory. 

Another  of  the  original  Trustees  under  Mr.  Roosevelt's  will, 
the  Rev.  Thomas  Hoitsk  Taylor,  D.D.,  died  in  the  second  year 
after  the  institution  was  organized.  He  was  man}'  years  Presi- 
dent of  the  ISlew  York  Eye  and  Ear  Intirmary,  highly  esteemed 
and  respected  by  the  Directors  of  that  charity,  and  was  Trustee 
of  our  Hospital,  ex  officio,  in  virtue  of  his  position  at  the  head 
of  the  Intirmary.  Ho  member  of  either  Board  held  more  com- 
pletely the  contidence  and  good-will  of  his  associates  than  Dr.

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The  ratio  of  deaths  has  been  12|.  per  cent.  Not  a large  death- 
rate,  when  taken  in  connection  with  the  preponderance  of  incura- 
ble diseases,  such  as  Consumption,  Bright’s  Disease,  Diseases  of 
the  Heart,  etc.,  while  the  surgical  operations  have  been  certainly 
remarkably  successful. 

These  results,  it  is  supposed,  are  due,  in  a great  measure,  to 
the  superior  plan  of  construction  of  the  Hospital,  and  it  can  not 
be  doubted  that  the  comparatively  small  number  of  patients  the 
institution  is  intended  to  contain,  even  when  full,  spread  out  as 
they  are  through  several  large  and  distinct  buildings,  must  of 
necessity  breathe  a purer  and  healthier  air  than  is  inhaled  by  the 
inmates  of  estaldishments  where  six  or  seven  hundred  persons 
are  living  within  an  area  scarcely  larger  than  ours,  and  under 
one  roof. 

In  October  last  I had  the  lionor  to  invite  the  attention  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  the  fact  that  persons  accidentally  injured  or 
overcome  by  heat  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  this  Hos- 
pital, are  carried  by  the  police  almost  invariably,  tirst  to  the  police 
station  in  47th  street,  and  thence  by  ambulance,  (after  a due  in- 
terval for  its  arrival  from  99th  street),  to  the  Reception  Hospital 
in  99th  street  and  boulevard,  a distance  of  over  2^  miles.  Per- 
sons injured  or  sun-struck  on  the  very  block  on  which  this  Hos- 
pital stands,  have  thus  been  carried  past  its  doors. 

I beg  again  to  call  attention  to  this  subject,  fearing  that  some 
misunderstanding  may  still  exist  as  to  the  willingness  of  the 
Hospital  to  receive  and  care  for  such  cases  at  all  hours,  and  with- 
out any  question  of  charge. 

A valuable  addition  to  the  well-being  of  the  patients  is  a sup- 
ply of  agreeable  reading.  In  this  respect  the  Hospital  has  not 
been  neglected.  A well-selected  library  of  about  three  hundred 
volumes  has  been  presented  through  the  kindness  of  Miss  Cor- 
nelia Jay  by  the  following  ladies  and  gentlemen :

During  this  first  year  of  its  existence,  the  Hospital  has  been 
somewhat  retarded  by  its  unfinished  condition  and  appearance, 
l)ut  has  on  the  whole  done  well.  It  has  treated  an  unexpectedly 
large  number  of  cases,  has  become  organized,  has  systematized 
its  work,  and  educated  its  officers  and  attendants,  and  this  with- 
out much  friction  and  very  few  breaks. 

One  severe  loss  we  suffered  nearly  at  the  close  of  the  year, 
through  the  death  of  Dr.  Wm.  S.  Reynolds,  the  House  Surgeon, 
who  died  of  Acute  Yellow  Atrophy  of  the  Liver,  Dec.  1st,  1872. 
He  was  much  beloved  by  his  associates  and  his  patients  for  his 
amiable  qualities,  and  res])ected  foi‘  his  fine  intellectual  and  pro- 
fessional acquirements.

EXTRACT  FROM  THE  BY-EAWS. 


I.  The  Admission  of  Patients. 

1.  Patients  sutfering  from  severe  accidents  shall  be  admitted 
to  the  Hospital  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

2.  Other  patients  shall  be  admitted  between  9 o’clock  a.m.  and 
5 o’idock  p.M.  They  must  apply  in  person  at  the  office  of  the 
Hospital,  when  they  will  be  examined  and  admitted  by  the 
House  Physician  or  Surgeon  on  duty ; or,  if  unable  to  apply  in 
person,  they  shall  be  visited  at  their  homes  by  the  House  Physi- 
cian or  Surgeon  on  duty. 

3.  Any  of  the  Consulting  or  Attending  Physicians  or  Surgeons 
can  send  to  the  Hospital  such  patients  as  they  see  fit  with  a 
written  order  for  admission. 

4.  Ho  patient  sutfering  under  any  contagious  disease  shall  be 
admitted. 

5.  There  shall  be  posted  in  the  office  daily  the  number  of 
vacant  beds,  both  free  and  pay,  for  the  information  of  the  exam- 
ining physician. 

6.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  living  out  of  the 
city  must  be  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  some  respectalile 
physician,  stating  the  nature  and  probable  duration  of  the  dis- 
ease, which  certificate,  with  the  application,  will  be  referred  to 
the  Adsiting  Committee. 

II.  Rules  fok  Patients. 

1.  Patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  are  forbidden  to  use  pro- 
fane or  indecent  language ; to  express  immoral  or  infidel  senti- 
ments ; to  play  any  game  for  money ; to  smoke  tobacco  in  the 
house;  or  to  procure  for  themselves  or  others  any  intoxicating 
liquors. 
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2.  No  patient  shall  he  allowed  to  have  any  hook,  pamphlet,  or 
newspaper  of  an  immoral  or  indecent  nature. 

3.  No  male  patient  shall  go  into  any  of  the  women’s  wards, 
nor  any  female  patient  into  any  of  the  men’s  wards. 

1.  No  patient  shall  enter  the  dead  house,  engine  rooms, 
kitchen,  theatre,  or  any  of  the  attendants’  rooms,  except  hy  the 
order  of  the  Su])eriutendent  or  other  officer  of  the  house. 

5.  No  })atient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission  of  the 
Superintendent,  \yhen  desiring  to  go  heyond  the  Hospital 
hounds,  patients  must  obtain  a card  from  the  House  Physician  or 
Surgeon  at  his  mondng  round,  stating  that  lu^  has  no  objections, 
which  card,  when  cotmtersigned  hy  the  Sujierintendent,  will 
serve  them  as  a pass,  and  will  he  valid  for  the  day  upon  which 
it  is  given,  but  must  he  surrendered  to  the  doorkeeper  when  the 
patient  goes  out. 


REGULATIONS  FOR  VISITORS. 

1.  The  friends  of  [)atients  are  admitted  from  10  to  12  o’clock 
A.M.  every  day. 

2.  All  visitors  are  res]>ectfully  re(piested  to  leave  when  the 
hell  rings,  at  the  expiration  of  the  visiting  hour. 

3.  No  eatables  or  bottles  of  any  kind  may  he  taken  by  visitors 
into  the  wards.  All  such  must  he  left  with  the  Janitor,  marked 
with  the  name  of  the  ])atient  for  whom  they  are  intended.  After 
the  visiting  hour,  they  will  he  examined  by  a medical  officer,  and 
if  not  found  ol»jectionable,  will  l)e  sent  to  the  ]»atients  as  di- 
rected.

EXTRACT  FROM  THE  BY-EAWS. 


I.  The  Admission  of  Patients. 

1.  Patients  suffering  from  severe  accidents  shall  he  admitted 
to  the  Hospital  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

2.  Other  patients  shall  lie  admitted  between  9 o’clock,  A.  M. 
and  5 o’clock,  P.  M.  They  must  ap}ily  in  person  at  the  office 
of  the  Hospital,  when  they  will  he  examineil  and  admitted  by 
the  House  Physician  or  Surgeon  on  duty;  or,  if  unable  to  apply 
in  person,  they  shall  he  visited  at  their  homes  liy  the  House 
Physician  or  Surgeon  on  duty. 

3.  Any  of  the  Consulting  or  attending  Physicians  or  Sur- 
geons can  send  to  the  Hospital  such  patients  as  they  see  fit  with 
a written  order  for  admission. 

4.  No  patient  suffering  under  any  contagious  disease  shall 
he  admitted. 

5.  There  shall  be  posted  in  the  office  daily  the  number  of 
vacant  beds,  both  free  and  pay,  for  the  information  of  the  exam- 
ining physician. 

6.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  living  out  of  the 
city  must  be  accompanied  by  a certilicate  of  some  respectable 
physician,  stating  the  nature  and  probable  duration  of  the  dis- 
ease, which  certificate,  witli  the  a])plication,  will  be  referred  to 
the  Visiting  Committee. 


PI.  Rules  for  Patients. 

L Patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  are  forbidden  to  use 
profane  or  indecent  language;  to  express  immoral  or  infidel  sen- 
timents; to  play  any  game  for  money;  to  smoke  tobacco  in  the 
house;  or  to  procure  for  themselves  or  others  any  intoxicating 
liquors.

5.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  jiermission  of 
the  Superintendent.  When  desiring  to  go  heyond  the  Hospital 
hounds,  patients  must  obtain  a caixl  from  the  House  Physician 
or  Surgeon  at  his  morning  round,  stating  that  he  has  no  objec- 
tions, which  card,  when  countersigned  by  the  Suj)erintendent, 
will  serve  them  as  a pass,  and  will  be  valid  for  the  day  u})on 
which  it  is  given,  but  must  be  surrendered  to  the  door-keeper 
when  the  patient  goes  out.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


Roosevelt  Ho.spital,  New  York,  Jan.  ],  1875. 

To  the  Itoonl  of  Trustees. 

I have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  report  of  the  0})era- 
tion  of  the  Hospital  for  the  past  year. 

The  number  of  patients  treated,  as  will  he  seen  from  the  sum- 
mary, was  1,354.  This  is  a very  large  number  for  a Hospital  of 
the  capacity  of  the  Roosevelt,  yet  the  number  would  have  been 
larger  still,  Imt  for  the  closing  during  the  summer  of  one  of  our 
buildings  for  painting,  and  suhse(|uently  of  another,  the  surgical 
])avilion,  for  thorough  cleansing  and  aeration. 

There  have  been  no  surgical  contagious  troubles  developed  in 
the  Hospital,  except  some  cases  of  erysipelas,  which,  from  being 
at  once  isolated  in  the  cottages  ])i-ovided  for  that  purpose,  pro- 
duced little  ti  ouble. 

The  death  rate  (10  jter  cent.)  has  been  smaller  than  in  1873, 
and  considerably  less  than  in  1872  ; and  this  in  spite  of  tlie  un- 
exampled })roportion  of  incurable  and  utterly  ln)peless  diseases 
received.  Of  consumption  alone,  there  were  146  cases,  and  the 
deaths  from  this  disease  ammmted  to  48  out  of  a total  from  all 
causes  of  136. 

I would  invite  the  attention  of  the  Boairl  a<>aiu  to  the  fact 

O 

that  of  the  153  cases  of  accidental  injuries  treated,  only  7 were 
brought  by  the  police.  That  badly  injured  men  and  wi)men  are 
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coiistiultly  carried  by  tlie  police  from  the  immediate  neighborhood 
of  tlie  Hos})ital,  and  sometimes  past  its  doors,  to  a distance  of 
miles,  in  order  to  reach  one  of  the  public  hospitals  at  Twenty- 
sixth  Street  or  Ninety-ninth  Street,  [ made  the  subject  of  two 
former  communications  to  your  Board,  and  I feel  it  my  duty  to 
say  that,  notwithstanding  the  efforts  of  our  President,  the  custom 
is  still  in  force. 

It  is  encouraging  to  see  that  the  matter  has  been  taken  up  in 
the  annual  i‘e2)ort  of  a sister  Hospital,  and  gives  hopes  that  the 
evil  may  in  time  be  abated  by  the  force  of  ])ublic  opinion.  (St. 
Luke’s  Hospital  Report.,  1873,  1874.) 

The  following  extract  from  the  address  of  John  Eric  Erichsen, 
F.  R.  C.  S.,  the  very  distinguished  English  surgeon,  delivered  at 
the  University  College  Hospital,  London,  Nov.  9th,  after  visiting 
all  the  pi'incipal  Hospitals  of  this  countiy,  shows  that  cur  own  In- 
stitution has  won  the  appi'oval  of  a judge,  whose  opinion  on  such 
a subject  is  beyond  question.  After  speaking  of  other  American 
Hospitals,  he  says  : 

“ But  these  Hospitals,  magnilicent  in  construc- 
tion and  in  all  their  appliances  as  some  of  them  are,  have  not 
been  found  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  sanitary  requirements  of 
American  surgeons. 

* “ At  the  Roosev^elt  Hospital  at  New  York — 

without  exception  the  most  complete  medical  charity  in  eveiy 
respect  that  I have  ever  seen — a Hospital  the  construction  of 
which  reflects  the  greatest  credit  upon  its  designers — in  this 
Hospital,  which  is  constructed  on  the  plan  of  a central  adminis- 
trative department,  Avith  lateral  pavilions,  there  is  a large  de- 
tached barrack-ward  erected  in  the  garden,  having  no  communi- 
cation with  the  general  structure,  except  through  an  open  corri- 
dor. This  barrack-building  or  Avard,  is  devoted  solely  to  the 
reception  of  acute  surgical  cases.  It  consists  mainly  of  one  large 
Avard  containing  thirt3'-six  beds,  arranged  two  and  two  on  eitlier 
side  in  the  inter-spaces  between  the  Avindows.  It  has  an  open 
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basement  and  a large  ventilating  space  between  the  ceiling  and 
the  roof;  and  every  appliance  that  modern  science  can  suggest 
in  the  way  of  securing  efficient  ventilation,  cleanliness,  and  warmth 
has  been  ex})ended  upon  it.  This  ward,  filled  with  surgical  cases, 
has  now  been  opened  for  nearly  three  years  ; and  I was  told 
by  Dr.  Weir,  who  kindly  took  me  over  it,  that  during  that  time 
there  had  only  been  one  case  ‘which  was  supposed  to  be  pyiemic 
— a case  of  so-called  pymmic  meningitis  ” following  urethro- 
tomy ; any  way  a case  of  blood  poisoning,  probably  rather  from 
self-infection  than  from  external  contamination. 

“ In  addition  to  this  magnificent  barrack-ward,  there  is  in  the 
gardens  attached  to  the  Roosevelt  Hospital,  a separate  hut  for 
the  rece])tion  of  erysipelas  cases  that  may  be  brought  to,  or  might 
accidentally  develop  in  the  institution. 

The  Roosevelt  Hospital  appears  to  me  to  be  a model  that 
might  with  great  advantage  be  copied  in  this  country,  especially 
in  those  towns  where  it  is  becoming  necessary  to  destroy  pytemia- 
infected  infirmaries,  and  to  construct  new  hospitals.  It  is  a per- 
fect model  for  a hospital  of  from  150  to  250  beds  ; and  the  plan 
admits  of  its  indefinite  augmentation  by  the  addition  of  pavilion 
wings  and  barrack-wards.”  {London  Lancet,  Nov.  21st,  1874.)

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EXTRACT  FROM  THE  BY-LAWS. 


I.  The  Admission  of  Patients. 

1.  Patients  suffering  from  severe  accidents  shall  be  admitted 
to  the  Hospital  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

2.  Other  patients  shall  he  admitted  between  9 o’clock,  A.  M. 
and  5 o’clock,  P.  ]\I.  They  must  apply  in  person  at  the  office 
of  the  Hospital,  when  they  will  he  examined  and  admitted  by 
the  House  Physician  or  Surgeon  on  duty  ; or,  if  unable  to  apply 
in  person,  they  shall  he  \dsited  at  their  homes  by  the  House 
Physician  or  Surgeon  on  duty. 

3.  Any  of  the  Consulting  or  attending  Physicians  or  Sur- 
geons can  send  to  the  Hospital  such  patients  as  they  see  fit,  with 
a written  order  for  admission. 

4.  No  patient  suifering  under  any  contagious  disease  shall 
be  admitted. 

5.  There  shall  be  posted  in  the  office  daily  the  number  of 
vacant  beds,  both  free  and  pay,  for  the  information  of  the  exam- 
ining ]»hysician. 

6.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  living  out  of  the 
city  must  be  accompanied  by  a cei’tificate  of  some  respectable 
physician,  stating  the  nature  and  })rohable  duration  of  the  dis- 
ease, which  certificate,  with  the  application,  will  be  referred  to 
the  Visiting  Committee. 

II.  Rules  for  Patients. 

1.  Patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  are  forbidden  to  use 
profane  or  indecent  language  ; to  ex]u-ess  immoral  or  infidel  sen- 
timents ; to  play  any  game  for  money  ; to  smoke  tobacco  in  the 
house  ; or  to  procure  for  themselves  or  others  any  intoxicating 
liquors. 
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2.  No  patient  shall  be  allowed  to  have  any  hook,  panii)hlet, 
or  newspaper  of  an  iinmcyral  or  indecent  nature. 

3.  No  male  patient  shall  g-o  into  any  of  the  women’s  wards, 
nor  any  female  patient  into  any  of  the  men’s  wards. 

4.  No  patient  shall  enter  the  dead  house,  engine  rooms, 
kitchen,  theatre,  or  any  of  the  attendants’  rooms,  except  by  the 
order  of  the  Superintendent  or  other  officer  of  the  house. 

5.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permissson  of 
the  Superintendent.  When  desiring  to  go  beyond  the  Hospital 
bounds,  patients  must  obtain  a card  from  the  House  Physician 
or  Surgeon  at  his  morning  round,  statiiig  that  he  has  no  objec- 
tions, which  card,  when  countersigned  by  the  Superintendent, 
will  serve  them  as  a pass,  and  will  be  valid  for  the  day  upon 
which  it  is  given,  but  must  be  surrendered  to  the  door-keeper 
when  the  patient  goes  out. 


REGULATIONS  FOR  VISITORS. 

1.  The  friends  of  patients  are  admitted  from  10  to  12  o’clock 
A.  M.,  every  day. 

2.  All  visitors  are  respectfully  requested  to  leave  when  the 
bell  rings,  at  the  expiration  of  the  visiting  hour. 

3.  No  eatables  or  bottles  of  any  kind  may  be  taken  by  visit- 
ors into  the  wards.  All  such  must  be  left  with  the  Janitor, 
marked  with  the  name  of  the  patient  for  whom  they  are  intended. 
After  the  visiting  hour,  they  will  be  examined  by  a medical  offi- 
cer, and  if  not  found  objectionable,  will  be  sent  to  the  patients 
as  directed.

The  Trustees  of  the  Roosevelt  Hospital  are  called  to  mourn 
the  death  of  Dr.  Edward  Delafield,  one  of  their  number. 

As  President  of  the  Managing  Board  of  the  College  of  Phy- 
sicians and  Surgeons  in  this  city.  Dr.  Delafield  became,  by  the 
terms  of  Mr.  Roosevelt’s  Will,  and  the  Charter  of  1864,  a Trustee 
of  this  Hospital,  and  continued  such  to  his  death,  having  been 
made  at  first  its  Vice-President  and  since  1867  its  President.  He 
was  also  of  the  Committee  to  whom  the  selection  of  a hospital  site 
was  entrusted,  and  Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee  under 
whose  supervision  the  Hospital  Buildings  were  planned  and  erected, 
and  the  Hospital  organized  for  patients. 

To  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  these  various  appoint- 
ments he  brought  great  personal  courtesy,  a large  professional 
experience  and  attainment,  and  a profound  knowledge  of  the  req- 
uisites of  a properly  constructed  and  organized  hospital,  and  he 
devoted  much  time  and  labor  to  the  interests  of  this  institution. 

The  success  which  has  attended  the  Roosevelt  Hospital,  is, 
in  large  measure,  the  result  of  Dr.  Delafield’s  careful  and  intelli- 
gent labor  for  its  welfare,  and  the  trustees  record  their  high  estimate 
of  the  value  of  his  services,  and  their  sorrow  that  his  useful  life, 
though  continued  to  four  score  years,  has  terminated. 

And  the  trustees  assure  the  family  of  Dr.  Delafield  of  their 
deep  sympathy  in  the  bereavement  they  have  been  called  upon  to 
sustain.

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EXTRACT  FROM  THE  BY-LAWS. 


I.  The  Admission  of  Patients. 

1.  Patients  suffering  from  severe  accidents  shall  be  admitted 
to  the  Hospital  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

2.  Other  patients  shall  he  admitted  between  9 o’clock,  A.  M. 
and  5 o’clock,  P.  M Tliey  must  apply  in  person  at  the  office 
of  the  Hospital,  when  they  will  be  examined  and  admitted  by 
the  House  Physician  or  Surgeon  on  duty  ; or,  if  unable  to  apply 
in  person,  they  shall  he  visited  at  their  homes  by  the  House 
Physician  or  Surgeon  on  duty. 

3.  Any  of  the  consulting  or  attending  Physicians  or  Sur- 
geons can  send  to  the  Hospital  such  patients  as  they  see  fit,  with 
a written  order  for  admission. 

4.  No  patient  suffering  under  any  contagious  disease  shall 
be  admitted. 

5.  There  shall  be  posted  in  the  office  daily  the  number  of 
vacant  beds,  both  free  and  pay,  for  the  information  of  the  exam- 
ining physician. 

6.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  living  out  of  the 
city  must  be  accom];)anied  by  a certificate  of  some  respectable 
physician,  stating  the  nature  and  probable  duration  of  the  dis- 
ease, wliich  certificate,  with  the  application,  will  be  referred  to 
the  Visiting  Committee. 


11.  Pules  for  Patients. 

1.  Patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  are  forbidden  to  use 
profane  or  indecent  language  ; to  express  immoral  or  infidel  sen- 
timents ; to  play  any  game  for  money  ; to  smoke  tobacco  in  the 
house  ; or  to  procure  for  themselves  or  others  any  intoxicating 
liquors. 
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2.  No  j)atient  shall  be  allowed  to  have  any  book,  pamphlet, 
or  newspaper  of  an  immoral  or  indecent  nature. 

3.  No  male  patient  shall  go  into  any  of  the  women’s  wards, 
nor  any  female  patient  into  any  of  the  men’s  wards. 

4.  No  patient  shall  enter  the  dead  house,  engine  rooms, 
kitchen,  theatre,  or  any  of  the  attendants’  rooms,  except  by  the 
order  of  the  Superintendent  or  other  officer  of  the  house. 

5.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission  of 
the  Superintendent.  When  desiring  to  go  beyond  the  Hospital 
bounds,  patients  must  obtain  a card  from  the  House  Physician 
or  Surgeon  at  his  morning  round,  stating  that  he  has  no  objec- 
tions, which  card,  when  countersigned  by  the  Superintendent, 
will  serve  them  as  a pass,  and  will  be  valid  for  the  day  upon 
which  it  is  given,  but  must  be  surrendered  to  the  door-keeper 
when  the  patient  goes  out. 


REGULATIONS  FOR  VISITORS. 

1.  The  friends  of  patients  are  admitted  from  10  to  12  o’clock 
A.  M.,  every  day. 

2.  All  visitors  are  respectfully  requested  to  leave  when  the 
bell  rings,  at  the  expiration  of  the  visiting  hour. 

3.  No  eatables  or  bottles  of  any  kind  may  be  taken  by  visit- 
ors into  the  wards.  All  such  must  be  left  with  the  J anitor. 
marked  with  the  name  of  the  patient  for  whom  they  are  intended, 
After  the  visiting  hour,  they  will  be  examined  by  a medical  offi- 
cer, and  if  not  found  objectionable,  will  be  sent  to  the  patients 
as  directed.

Breakfast. — Coffee,  with  sugar  and  milk,  bread  and  bntter,  porridge  of 
oat-meal,  wbeaten  grits  or  samp. 

Dinner. — Sunday — Boast  beef,  potatoes,  tomatoes,  bread  and  butter, 
bread  pudding. 

Monday — Soup,  boiled  mutton,  potatoes,  bread  and  butter. 

Tuesday — Corned  beef,  12  oz. ; turnips,  potatoes,  bread  and  butter, 
rice  and  raisins.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


New  York,  Jan.  1,  1877. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Boosevelt  Hospital : 

I have  tlie  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  oper- 
ations of  the  Hospital  for  the  past  year.  In  doing  so,  it  gives 
me  great  pleasure  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  retrenchment 
in  expenses  which  has  been  made  as  compared  with  former 
years;  expenses  which  had  arisen  in  part  from  a desire  not  to 
hinder  the  growth  and  development  of  a newly  organized  in- 
stitution. 

In  the  food  dejDartment,  where  the  reform  was  most  needed, 
the  anticipations  expressed  in  last  year’s  report  have  been 
more  than  realized;  it  has  been,  through  God’s  help,  found 
possible  to  reduce  the  expense,  per  patient,  to  about  one-half 
the  former  cost. 

This  reduction  has  been  twofold — viz.,  in  quantity  and  in 
price.  The  quantity  has  been  reduced  by  the  introduction  of 
the  ration  or  allowance  system,  due  to  the  Medical  Board,  the 
greatest  vigilance  to  prevent  waste,  and  the  employment  of  a 
competent  storekeeper,  who  accounts  daily  to  the  Superintend- 
ent for  every  pound  of  supplies  received  and  issued  by  him, 
by  means  of  carefully  kept  books  and  forms. 

The  price  has  been  diminished  about  one-third,  through  the 
purchase  of  beef  and  mutton  by  the  side  and  carcass,  and  a 
similar  system  in  regard  to  other  supplies,  and  somewhat 
through  a decline  in  the  price  of  articles  of  food  during  the 
year.  A very  great  reduction  was  made  by  the  baking  of  our 
own  bread. 

In  the  matter  of  coal,  gas,  stimulants,  and  all  sorts  of  medical 
and  surgical  supplies,  the  same  economy  has  been  practiced, 
with  a similar  result.

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EXTRACT  FROM  THE  BY-LAWS. 


I.  The  Admission  of  Patients. 

1.  Patients  suffering  from  severe  accidents  shall  be  admitted 
to  the  Hospital  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

2.  Other  patients  shall  be  admitted  between  9 o’clock,  A.  M., 
and  5 o’clock,  P.  M.  They  must  ajiply  in  person  at  the  office 
of  the  Hospital,  wdien  they  will  be  examined  and  admitted  by 
the  House  Physician  or  Surgeon  on  duty ; or,  if  unable  to  apply 
in  person,  they  shall  be  visited  at  their  homes  by  the  House 
Physician  or  Surgeon  on  duty. 

3.  Any  of  the  consulting  or  attending  Physicians  or  Sur- 
geons can  send  to  the  Hospital  such  patients  as  they  see  fit,  with 
a written  order  for  admission. 

4.  No  patient  suffering  under  any  contagious  disease  shall 
be  admitted. 

5.  There  shall  be  posted  in  the  office  daily  the  number  of 
vacant  beds,  both  free  and  pay,  for  the  information  of  the  exam- 
ining physician. 

6.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  living  out  of  the 
city  must  be  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  some  respectable 
physician,  stating  the  nature  and  probable  duration  of  the  dis- 
ease, which  certificate,  with  the  application,  will  be  referred  to 
the  Visiting  Committee. 


n.  Khles  eor  Patients. 

1.  Patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  are  forbidden  to  use 
profane  or  indecent  language  ; to  express  immoral  or  infidel  sen- 
timents ; to  play  any  game  for  money ; to  smoke  tobacco  in  the 
house  ; or  to  procure  for  themselves  or  others  any  intoxicating 
liquors. 
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2.  No  patient  shall  be  allowed  to  have  any  book,  pamphlet, 
or  newspaper  of  an  immoral  or  indecent  nature. 

3.  No  male  patient  shall  go  into  any  of  the  women’s  wards, 
nor  any  female  patient  into  any  of  the  men’s  ■wards. 

4.  No  patient  shall  enter  the  dead  house,  engine  rooms, 
kitchen,  theatre,  or  any  of  the  attendants’  rooms,  except  by  the 
order  of  the  Superintendent  or  other  officer  of  the  house. 

5.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission  of 
the  Superintendent.  When  desiring  to  go  beyond  the  Hospital 
bounds,  patients  must  obtain  a card  from  the  House  Physician 
or  Surgeon  at  his  morning  round,  stating  that  he  has  no  objec- 
tions, which  card,  when  countersigned  by  the  Superintendent, 
will  serve  them  as  a pass,  and  will  be  valid  for  the  day  upon 
which  it  is  given,  but  must  be  surrendered  to  the  door-keeper 
when  the  patient  goes  out. 


REGULATIONS  FOR  VISITORS. 

1.  The  friends  of  patients  are  admitted  from  10  to  12  o’clock, 
A.  M.,  every  day. 

2.  All  visitors  are  respectfully  requested  to  leave  when  the 
bell  rings,  at  the  expiration  of  the  visiting  hour. 

3.  No  eatables  or  bottles  of  any  kind  may  be  taken  by 
visitors  into  the  wards.  All  such  must  be  left  with  the  Janitor, 
marked  with  the  name  of  the  patient  for  whom  they  are  in- 
tended. After  the  visiting  hour,  they  will  be  examined  by  a 
medical  officer,  and  if  not  found  objectionable,  will  be  sent  to 
the  patients  as  directed.

Edwin  Clakk,  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Roosevelt  Hos- 
pital, died  January  23d,  1878,  in  his  77th  year. 

Mr.  Clark  was  a life-long  friend  of  the  founder  of  this 
Hospital,  and  was  named  in  Mr.  Roosevelt’s  will  and  the 
Charter  as  one  of  the  individual  Trustees.  For  more  than 
fourteen  years  he  faithfully  sustained  this  position. 

Gentle  in  manner,  exact  in  the  performance  of  duty, 
sound  in  judgment,  of  perfect  integrity,  he  has  proved  a 
valuable  member  of  this  Board. 

He  served  on  the  Building  Committee,  under  whose 
superintendence  the  real  estate  of  the  Hospital  was  im- 
proved ; was  careful  and  exact  in  executing  his  duties 
when  on  the  Visiting  Committees,  and  on  the  Finance 
Committee  served  from  the  death  of  Mr.  Roosevelt  until 
some  two  years  since,  when  he  was  relieved  at  his  own 
request. 

The  Trustees  record  their  high  estimate  of  the  value  of 
his  services  to  the  Hospital,  and  their  sorrow  at  his 
decease. 

And  direct  that  this  minute  be  entered  on  the  records 
of  their  proceedings,  and  a copy  be  communicated  to  the 
family  of  Mr.  Clark,  with  the  expression  of  the  sympathy 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Roosevelt  Hospital.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


New  York,  Jan.  1,  1878. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Boosevelt  Hospital  : 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Hospital  for  the  past  year. 

It  is  worthy  of  notice  that  during  the  year,  mainly  through 
the  efforts  of  the  Eoosevelt  and  New  Y"ork  Hospitals,  the  city 
has  been  divided  into  Casualty  Districts,  assigned  to  such  hos- 
pitals as  are  willing  to  provide  an  Ambulance  Service.  In  ac- 
cordance with  this  arrangement,  this  Hos})ital  established  such 
a sei’vice  on  the  lOth  of  September,  and  has  since  regularly 
received  the  accidents  and  other  casualties  of  a large  portion 
of  the  city. 

By  this  method  of  districting  the  city,  much  of  the  former- 
unnecessary  suffering  of  severely-injured  jiersons,  caused  by 
transportation  to  remote  hospitals,  has  been  obviated. 

As  may  be  seen  by  the  General  Summary,  the  average  cost 
of  each  patient  per  day  has  been,  during  the  past  year,  only 
97 1 cents.

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EXTRACT  FROM  THE  BY-EAWS. 


I.  The  Admission  of  Patients. 

1.  Patients  sutieriug  from  severe  accidents  shall  be  admitted 
to  the  Hospital  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

2.  Other  patients  shall  be  admitted  between  9 o’clock,  A.  M., 
and  5 o’clock,  P.  M.  They  must  apply  in  person  at  the  office 
of  the  Hospital,  wdien  they  wdll  be  examined  and  admitted  by 
the  House  Physician  or  Surgeon  on  duty  ; or,  if  unable  to  apply 
in  person,  they  shall  be  visited  at  their  homes  by  the  House 
Physician  or  Surgeon  on  duty. 

3.  Any  of  the  consulting  or  attending  Physicians  or  Sur- 
geons can  send  to  the  Hospital  such  patients  as  they  see  fit,  with 
a written  order  for  admission. 

4.  No  patient  suffering  under  any  contagious  disease  shall 
be  admitted. 

5.  There  shall  be  posted  in  the  office  daily  the  number  of 
vacant  beds,  both  free  and  pay,  for  the  information  of  the  exam- 
ining jihysician. 

6.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  living  out  of  the 
city  must  be  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  some  respectable 
physician,  stating  the  nature  and  probable  duration  of  the  dis- 
ease, wdiich  certificate,  with  the  application,  will  be  referred  to 
the  Visiting  Committee. 

II.  Eules  for  Patients. 

1.  Patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  are  forbidden  to  use 
profane  or  indecent  language  ; to  express  immoral  or  infidel  sen- 
timents ; to  play  any  game  for  money ; to  smoke  tobacco  in  the 
house;  or  to  procure  for  themselves  or  others  any  intoxicating 
liquors. 
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2.  No  patient  shall  be  allowed  to  have  any  book,  pamphlet 
or  newspaper  of  an  immoral  or  indecent  nature. 

3.  No  male  patient  shall  go  into  any  of  the  women’s  wards, 
nor  any  female  patient  into  any  of  the  men’s  wards. 

4.  No  patient  shall  enter  the  dead  house,  engine  rooms, 
kitchen,  theatre,  or  any  of  the  attendants’  rooms,  exce2)t  by  the 
order  of  the  Superintendent  or  other  officer  of  the  house. 

5.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission  of 
the  Superintendent.  When  desiring  to  go  beyond  the  Hospital 
bounds,  patients  must  obtain  a card  from  the  House  Physician 
or  Surgeon  at  his  morning  round,  stating  that  he  has  no  objec- 
tions, which  card,  when  countersigned  Ijy  the  Sujjerintendent, 
wall  serve  them  as  a pass,  and  Avill  be  valid  for  the  day  upon 
which  it  is  gWen,  but  must  be  surrendered  to  the  tloor-keeper 
w'hen  the  patient  goes  out. 


REGULATIONS  FOR  VISITORS. 

1.  The  friends  of  patients  are  admitted  from  10  to  12  o’clock, 
A.  M.,  every  day. 

2.  All  visitors  are  respectfully  requested  to  leave  when  the 
bell  rings,  at  the  expiration  of  the  visiting  hour. 

3.  No  eatables  or  bottles  of  any  kind  may  be  taken  l)y 
visitors  into  the  w'Oi'ds.  All  such  must  be  left  with  the  .Janitor, 
marked  with  the  name  of  the  patient  for  wdiom  they  are  in- 
tended. After  the  visiting  hour,  they  will  be  examined  by  a 
medical  officer,  and  if  not  found  objectionable,  Avill  be  sent  to 
the  patients  as  directed.

On  Sun- 
days, Tuesdays  and  Thursdays,  other  vegetables  in  addition  to 
potatoes,  2 oz.,  bread,  rice  or  tapioca  pudding.  On  Mondays  and 
M’ednesdays,  soup,  1 pint.  On  Fridays,  fish. 

Breakfast. — Coffee,  with  sugar  and  milk,  bread  and  butter,  porridge  of 
oatmeal,  wheaten  grits  or  samp. 

Dinner. — Sunday — Roast  beef,  potatoes,  tomatoes,  bread  and  butter, 
bread  pudding. 

Monday — Soup,  boiled  mutton,  potatoes,  bread  and  butter. 
Tuesday — Corned  beef,  12  oz.;  turnips,  potatoes,  bread  and  butter, 
rice  and  raisins. 

Wednesday — Soup,  roast  beef,  potatoes,  bread  and  butter. 
Thursday — Stewed  beef,  potatoes,  onions,  tapioca  pudding,  bread 
and  butter. 

Friday — Stewed  beef,  fish,  potatoes,  bread  and  butter. 

Saturday — Stew  of  mutton,  potatoes,  bread  and  butter. 

Supper. — Tea,  with  sugar  and  milk,  bread  and  butter. 

HALF  DIET.  * 

Daily. — Meat,  dressed,  4 oz.;  potatoes,  4 oz.;  bread,  6 oz.;  of  other 
articles,  the  same  as  in  full  diet.
